Nightmare in flipped-boat %ubble^ 

3 dead but 4 survive Island boat tragedy 


By nM GIBSON 


A t«o-ind-a-half-hour long “night¬ 
mare” ended early Monday afternoon 
for a 21—yeai^ld Port Hardy woman 
after a CFB Comox diver pulled her 
from an air pocket in a capsized fishing 
boat. 

MAXINE ANDERSON kept banging 
with a short stick to let her rescuers 
know where she was trapped. 

“I wondered if all of us were going to 
die together or if I’d die alone,” Mrs. 
Anderson told the Colonist in a phone 
interview from'Comox’s St. Joseph’s 


Hospital where her condition was de¬ 
scribed as good. 

One woman is known dead and her 
infant son and her father-in-law were 
presumed drowned after the incident 
which began at about 10 a.m. when the 
Miss Joye was caught in a whirlpool in a 
strong ebb tide in Seymour Narrows, 
north of Campbell River. 

•TM REALLY THANKFUL 1 lived 
through the nightmare,” Mrs. Anderson 
said. 

At about 1;4S p.m. the body of Betty 


Lou Lambert was removed from- the 
vessel .Stilltoberecoveredisthebodyof 
her son, Jason William, four months, 
and his grandfather, Forrest Lambert, 
65, wbo officials believed managed to 
escape from the 5S-foot vessel but drift¬ 
ed away before rescuers arrived. 

The dead child’s father, Kenneth, 28, 
along with Mrs. Anderson’s husband, 
Fred, 33, and Bruce Rafuse, 33, escaped 
and were rescued by a passing vessel. 

All were from Port Hardy and were at 
sea for herring. 


THE DRAMA BEGAN soon after Mrs. 
Anderson joined Mrs. Lambert and her 
son in the galley. She had just got 
dressed. 

'The boat lurched and Mrs. Anderson 
recalls the other woman telling her that 
she had “better hang on.” 

The two tried to reach the baby in its 
carrier but he was thrown into the sink, 
hitting his head. Both knew instantly 
that the child was dead, according to 
Mrs. Anderson. 

“It killed him, Kenny, it killed him.” 


Mrs. Anderson recalled the other 
woman saying when both their husbands 
rushed in to get them out. 

She believed the Lamberts "drifted” 
away first. 

"THArS THE LAST I saw of them 
two,” said Mrs. Anderson who by night 
time had not yet been reunited with her 
husband, who was in hospital in Camp¬ 
bell River with injuries suffered when he 
kicked his way out of a window.

Tories see

OTTAWA (CP) — The economic picture brightened 
during the third quarter this year but Finance Minis¬ 
ter Jean Chretien and his chief Opposition critic held 
differing views Monday on whether the improvement 
means the country is on the road to recovery. 


Real growth in the economy, as measured by the 
gross national product (GNP). forged ahead at a 5.2-per- 
rent annual rale in the quarter. Statistics Canada said 
Monday. 

By compari.son. real output of goods and services had 
slumped by 2.4 per cent in the three-month period ending 
last June. 

Statistics Canada said the third-quarter Improvement 
was due chiefly to increased consumer spending and a ro¬ 
sier trade balance. 

But while Chretien saw the third-quarter improvement

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OTTAWA (CP) — A 0>n- 
servative MP demanded 
Monday the revival of an un¬ 
employment insurance fraud 
squad he said has been dis¬ 
banded. 

Employment Minister Bud 
Cullen said the squad was 
merely reorganized and is 
“ever vigilant to the situa¬ 
tion.” 

Dan McKenzie (PC—Win¬ 
nipeg South Centre) said the 
squad was disbanded two 
years ago because it was 
“politically embarrassing” 
to the government. 

It should be revived in light 
of disclosures last week that 
overpayment of unemploy¬ 
ment insurance benefits to 
unqualified claimants may 
have been as high as 6157.8 
million last year, McKenzie 
said. 

However, Cullen told re-

porters the squad was never 
disbanded and persons rip¬ 
ping off the unemployment 
insurance program are still 
being caught and taken to 
court. 

The minister was not sure 
about how the squad had been 
reorganized but “there's 
been no letting up of any¬ 
thing,” he said. 

After McKenzie said gov¬ 
ernment officials told him the 
squad was disbanded be¬ 
cause its findings embar¬ 
rassed the government and 
former Manpower Minister 
Robert Andras, Cullen re¬ 
plied “absolute claptrap and 
no truth to it at all.” 


However, Larry St. 
Laurent, executive director 
of the unemployment insur¬ 
ance benefit control pro¬ 
gram, said a 1974 practice of 
fraud investigators swooping 
down on selected communi¬ 
ties with little warning was 
ended in 1974 “because we 
got quite a reaction from the 
communities.” 

He said a team of six to 10 
investigators would select a 
town or city and “blitz the 
area like a gumshoe bri. 
gade.” 

They would check claim¬ 
ants’ documents, interview 
them at home to ensure they 
were actually in town and 


seek proof they were looking 
for work. 

Suspected cases of fraud 
were turned over to police 
and the investigators would 
return to offices, usually out- 
of town, where they were 
based. Public reaction was so 
negative these tactics were 
replaced. 

The veracity of claimants' 
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West coast 
plane crash 
takes 4 lives 


A pilot and his three 
male passengers died 
after their float plane 
crashed Monday morning 
in a logged-off area near 
Blowhole Bay, II kilo¬ 
metres south of Tahsis. 

The names of the dead 
were expected to be released 
today after notification of 
next of kin. Although the 
identities of the four were 
known soon after the crash, 
positive identification of the 
bodies was hampered be¬ 
cause the plane burst into 
flames on impact. 

According to an RCMP 
spokesman, the Island Air¬ 
lines single-engine Cessna 180 
was on a regularly scheduled 
flight from Gold River to 
Tahsis at the time of the 
crash. 

It was raining heavily at 
the time. 

Although there were wit¬ 
nesses to the crash from a 
nearby logging camp, an 
RCMP spokesman said it was 
still not known “just what 
happened.” 

All four were dead when 
persons from the logging 
camp arrived at the crash 
site about 1.5 kilometres 
northeast of the camp. 

The transport ministry is 
investigating.

Full E&N run by Dec. 23

Full freight and passenger service should 
be restored to the Esquimau and Nanaimo 
Railway line north of Parksvllle in the week 
before the Dec. 23 deadline set by the Canadi¬ 
an Transport Commission earlier this year. 

The announcement comes at a time when 
the future of the DayUner passenger service 
is uncertain. 

A CP Rail spokesman In Vancouver, 
Charles Gordon, said Monday In a tele¬ 
phone interview that he should have a 
firmed up date for resumption of service to 
Courtenay by Friday, but that the line would 
definitely re-open before Christmas. 

Some trains might be run before the 
official re-opening, he said, as part of 
the maintenance on the line, which has 
not been used for nearly 2% years. 

The rail company has spent t22 mil¬ 
lion on the line, repairing bridges, across 


French Creek and Tsable River, and also on 
other repairs, Gordon said. 

Practically all the signal crossings had 
been vandalized. Gordon added. 

The Canadian Transport Commission or¬ 
dered the railway company—CP Rail is the 
pa rent of the E and N—to make the repairs to 
re-open the line following CTC hearings all 
over Vancouver Island which lasted for about 
18 montlis. 

CP Rail argued that the line, which was 
showing a profit, would become a money-los¬ 
ing service if money were spent on repairing 
the two trestles. 

The Dayliner passenger train, Gordon 
said, would keep to its current schedule when 
the line re-opened. 

At present, the once-a-day train makes a 
longer stopover in Parksvllle. 

Ibe Dayliner will arrive in Courtenay at 
12:25 p.m. and will leave Courtenay at (2; 55 
p.m. ‘- 


CP Rail had applied to thetTTC to abandon 
passenger service on the Vancouver Island 
line but had not heard whether permission 
would be given, Gordon said. 

He said that before a line can qualify 
for a subsidy, there must be an applica¬ 
tion for abandonment. The Dayliner is 
the only CP Rail inter-city passenger service 
which does not receive a federal subsidy, 
Gordon said. 

The future of the Dayliner,was uncer¬ 
tain. Gordon said, because after April 1,1978, 
Rail Canada would take over passenger 
service and what would become of the Day¬ 
liner then would be out of the CP’s hands, he 
added. 

But Gordon also said CP would be working 
hard to regain both its freight and passenger 
customers on the Parksville-(k>urtenay run, 
and was looking at an incentive fare for the 
Dayliner. 


“I’m surprised I haven’t 
been called to appear, but 
I’m getting ready anyway,”

JERUSALEM — Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin on 
Monday formally accepted 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat's inviution to a preli¬ 
minary peace conference in 
Cairo and named two top 
aides to represent Israel. 

But there was still no indi¬ 
cation anyone else would go to 
Cairo. Syria announced it in¬ 
tended to attend an anti-Sadat 
mini-summit called by Libya 
for Thursday, while Iraq un¬ 
expectedly announced it also 
would play host to a confer 
ence of Arab hard-liners in 
Bagdhad. 

Meanwhile. Jordan said it 
would attend the Cairo confer 
ence only if all parties to the 
Middle East conflict also at 
tended and said it would go to 
the Libyan meeting only if all 
Arab stales took part. 

In Washington. Carter ad 
ministration officials said the 
U.S. would participate in the 
proposed Cairo conference 
but it was holding off on any 
formal announcement of the 
decision. 

Sources indicated it was the 
administration's belief that 
any public announcement of 
U.S. participation would so¬ 
lidify opposition to the confer¬ 
ence among militant Arabs at 
a time when there were signs 
that opposition might wane. 

Begin, in a speech to his 
parliament reviewing the af¬ 
termath of Sadat's visit to 
Jerusalem, again rejected 
Sadat's calls for the return of 
captured Arab lands and es¬ 
tablishment of a Palestinian 
state. 

Instead, the Israeli leader 
called on Israelis to stop 

"competing" in asking for 
concessions to Sadat in their 
haste to reward him for hjs 
peace initiatives. 

Begin said the Egyptian in¬ 
vitation to the Cairo meeting. 


which Sadat said could surt 
on Saturday, and the Israeli 
acceptance were exchanged 
directly by Israeli and Egyp¬ 
tian ambassadors to the Unit¬ 
ed Nations — not by U.S. in¬ 
termediaries. as in previous 
exchanges 

As his representatives, he 
named thedirectorgeneral of 
his office. Dr. Eliahu Ben- 
Elissar. 45. and the foreign 
ministry's legal adviser and 
veteran diplomatic trouble- 
shooter. Dr. Meir Rosenne. 
«. 

So far. Israel is the only 
party to the Mideast dispute 
to accept Sadat's invitation. 
Both Sadat and Begin said 
that Israel and Egypt would 
talk alone if no one else came 

In related developments: 

• In Damascus, Syrian Pre¬ 
sident Hafez Assad an¬ 
nounced he would personally 
attend a conference of hard¬ 
line Arabs in Libya starting 
Thursday “to discuss ways 
and means to foil the results of 
Sadat’s Israeli trip" He said 
he was prepared to end his 
long-standing feud with 
neighboring Iraq in the name 
of a united anti-Sadat front. 

• At the United Nations in 
New York, Syria agreed to a 
six-month extension of the 
mandate of the UN peace¬ 
keeping force on the .Syrian- 
Israeli frontier. The 1.249 
man international force has 
policed the Golan Heights 
area since Israel and Syria 
reached a disengagement 
agreement following the 1973 
Middle East war. 

• Baghdad Radio an- 
nounced that Iraq had decided 
to hold its own summit confer 
ence later this week and was 
inviting Algeria. Libya, .South 
Yemen. Syria and all Pales 


Commission ads 
mislead — CLC 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Ca¬ 
nadian Labor Congress 
charged Monday that federal 
government advertisements 
explaining changes in the 
rules governing unemploy¬ 
ment insurance are mislead¬ 
ing. 

The CLC says in a letter to 
the federal department of 
consumer and corporate af 
fairs, responsible for the mis¬ 
leading advertising sections 
of the Combines Investiga¬ 
tion Act. it objects to a line in 
the government ads which 
says “in general, the rules of 
eligibility and payments have 
been improved” 

The ads say that starting 
Dec. 4. unemployment insur- 


tinian guerrilla groups. The 
broadcast did not say wheth¬ 
er Iraq would attend the Tri¬ 
poli talks, and Jt'left unclear 
why Iraq decided to hold its 
own conference. 

• Informed sources in 
Beirut said Lebanon would at¬ 
tend neither the Cairo nor the 
Tripoli conferences in an ef¬ 
fort to maintain Its fragile 
neutrality in the Arab-Israeli 
conflict.

Ghali confirmed that an invi¬ 
tation had been sent to Pales 
tine Liberation Organization 
leader Yasser Arafat to select 
a Palestinian representative

as hopeful for the future the Conservative finance critic. 
Sinclair Stevens, said a decrease in business invest¬ 
ment over the three-month period is alarming and could 
lead to economic troubles in 1978. 

Chretien said outside the Commons that he was en¬ 
couraged by the third-quarter growth, adding that it was 
better than he expected. He has predicted over-all growth 
this year of between two and three per cent, rising to five 
per cent next year. 

Earlier In the Commons. Chretien said the figures in¬ 
dicated better economic prospects in the future. 

But Stevens said that real growth in the 12-month period 
between the third quarter of 1976 and the same quarter 
this year was only 2.5 per cent. This is only half that of 
the U.S.. he added. 

He said it was disappointing that business Investment 
in construction, equipment and machinery as well as the 
real value of exports was down in the quarter 

The Statistics Canada figures showed a decline in in¬ 
vestment in machinery and equipment of 1.1 per cent, 
compared with a drop of 3.1 per cent in the second quar¬ 
ter, while investment in non-residential construction fell 
2.3 per cent 

Exports fell in real value by eight-tenths of one per 
cent in the quarter, although the country's merchandi« 
trade surplus is expected to hit a healthy $2.5 billion this 
year. 

Stevens said if trends evident in the third quarter con¬ 
tinue, the government may have trouble hitting its 1978 
target of five-per-cent growth. Five per cent is the 
level required to have an impact in reducing unemploy¬ 
ment. 

The rise in consumer spending in the third quarter 
which contributed heavily to the growth spurt was not 
enough by itself to keep the economy growing satisfacto¬ 
rily, Stevens said 

Personal spending on goods and services increased in 
real terms by two per cent, the federal agency said. In 
the last quarter, consumer spending, usually a key stim¬ 
ulant to economic growth, declined. 

Spending on durable goods, such as automobiles, major 
appliances and furniture, led the recovery with an increase 
of 3.8 per rent. Car sales, in particular, were strong. 

l.ast quarter, durable good sales fell by 3.6 per cent 


for the Cairo meeting. Spo¬ 
kesmen for the PLO have den¬ 
ounced Sadat's peace initia¬ 
tives. but Arafat has made no 
comment.

rael would boycott the meet¬ 
ing if the PLO was there. 

In Washington, state de- 
partment spokesman Hod- 
ding Carter said intensive dis¬ 
cussions were being conduct¬ 
ed with the Soviet Union and 
all parties to the Middle East 
dispute before the U.S. de¬ 
cided whether to go to Cairo. 

He also acknowle^ed that 
the rift in the Arab tforid over 
President Sadat's trip to 
Jerusalem and subsequent 
Cairo conference initiative 
raised serious doubts that a 
Geneva peace conference 
could be convened this year. 

Reconvening the Geneva 
peace talks next month had 
been a major objective of U.S. 
Middle East policy. 

U.S. State Secretary Cyrus 
Vance met Soviet ambassa¬ 
dor Anatoliy Dobrynin in 
Washington Monday to dis¬ 
cuss Middle East develop¬ 
ments. 

The Soviet press carried ex¬ 
tensive articles on negative 
Arab reaction to Sadat's sum¬ 
mons. but did not meniion that 
the Soviet Union was among 
the parties invited to attend

She became aware of divers 
by noise coming from else¬ 
where in the hull Then she 
saw a light. 

She dropped a short broom 


into the water and dropped 
down herself to kick to at- 
tract the divers. 

"I'm up here. I'm up here." 
she remembered crying. 

The first thing she asked 
the unidentified diver was "if 
my husband was alive.” 

She was told he was but 
that there were others still 
trapped.

OTTAWA (CP) — A tax bill 
currently before Parliament 
should not be passed until the 
government can reassure Ca¬ 
nadians their income tax re¬ 
turns will be kept confiden¬ 
tial, Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive MP John Crosbie said 
Monday. 

Crosbie (St. John's West), 
speaking during delailed 
study of the bill in the Com¬ 
mons, referred to a recent 
breach of confidentiality that' 
allowed two Toronto broad¬ 
casters to obtain information 
on the tax returns of Conser¬ 
vative Leader Joe Clark. 

The Newfoundland MP 
suggested a royal commis¬ 
sion be established to Investi¬ 
gate the confidentiality of in¬ 
come tax returns. 

Finance Minister Jean 
Chretien said the leakage of 
Clark's returns was an isolat¬ 
ed example. 

An RCMP Investigation re¬ 
vealed the leakage occurred 
because of one individual who 
"has access to information he 
shouldn't have,” Chretien 
said. 

Crosbie said confidentiality 
was also threatened by al¬ 
leged agreements between 
the revenue department and 
police forces. 

Testimony at an Alberta in¬ 
quiry Into RCMP activities 
revealed that the revenue de¬ 
partment had been passing 
on confldential information to 
the federal force and not just 
for investigations into organ¬ 
ized crime, Crosbie said.

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Welfare blues 
in red and black 


ANYONE CAN MAKE a budgeting error but it's 
hardly something to boast about, even when it’s 
on the grand scale becoming a tradition in 
the provincial ministry of human resources. 

Yet bragging appears to be what Human 
Resources Minister Wiiliam Vander Zalm is 
doing in his recent statement that he withstood 
public and staff pressure to spend the $110 
miliion surplus racked up by his department iast 
year. 

Vander Zalm told a chamber of commerce 
meeting In New Westminster that some of his 
own, understandably embarrassed, staff wanted 
him to spend surplus funds by raising welfare 
rates. But he stoutly resisted, because, he said, 
the money might be needed in future and be¬ 
cause higher welfare rates tend to attract 
people from other provinces. 

You would think that even Vander Zalm 
might have opted for a humble silence on the 
subject of his operating budget last year. 
Under-spending by $110 million is a colossal 
error, evidence that the ministry doesn’t have 
much of a handle on what it’s doing with our 
money. 

Perhaps Vander Zalm was emboldened by 
the even grosser error of the ministry under his 
predecessor, Norman Levi. Three years ago 
Levi put a giant spike in the New Democrat 
coffin by revealing a $100 million operating 
over-run in human resources spending. 

It’s hardly good enough to say that at least 
Vander Zaim’s error is in black ink while Levi’s 
was in red. Missing the mark by $100 million in 
either direction is not exactly what budgeting 
is supposed to be all about. 

What remains is the impression that white 
Levi was too generous and spilled money, there 
may be people and organizations today who 
deserve help from human resources and aren’t 
getting it. 

In the normal course of events you could 
expect such people to make their cases known 
through such avenues as newspapers. But wel¬ 
fare still carries a considerable social stigma for 
some and no matter how deserving they might 
be, they might choose to suffer in silence. 

This means we put a lot of responsibility on 
the case workers who judge applicants for wel¬ 
fare, counting on them to be neither too generous 
nor too stingy. How many of us could do that job 
with the perfection .some seem to demand? 


Stuck with it 

DOUBTLESS there are visitors to Victoria and 
other people newly-arrived from the Prairies 
who are dumbfounded to see how one inch of 
snow drags the community to a crawl and two 
inches produces almost total paralysis. 

There is a reason — and newcomers are 
entitled to hear it. Back where they come 
from an inch or two of snow may be something 
which arrives over the lunch hour and no¬ 
body notices. 

The situation here is that it is not supposed to 
snow — not ever. 

We are supposed to play golf on Boxing Day, 
pick roses'on New Year’s day. And so deter¬ 
mined are most of us to support this local legend 
that we will not tolerate the spending of funds 
which suggest otherwi.se. 

So in the municipal yards are stored tiny 
mounds of sand and salt. And the blades on the 
graders will do for — ugh — anything else, 
should it arrive. 

No place is perfect. Back in ’(iil it snowed a 
lot, twice. It hasn’t sinned like that since. Traces 
now and again but nothing that wouldn’t wash 
away the next day or two. So what's the point 
of tying up a iot of money in sand and salt and 
snow plows? 

It means of course that when we re wrong, 
we’re very wrung. The roads get bad quick¬ 
ly and all the drivers from other places mutter 
about how we don't know how to drive in the 
snow. That's right, we don’t. And a lot of us don't 
want to learn. 'That’s one reason why we’re here. 


Odds are there’s smarter life out there 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. — Ooing 
forward here at the Ames Space Re 
search Centre is the beginning of an 
experiment that can have the most mu 
mentous consequences for mankind. 

It is the search for extraterrestrial 
Intelligence (JSETl) across the vast, the 
almost Inconceiveable, distances of the 
galaxy of the Milky Way of which the 
planet Earth is a small nodule. 

The 16 distinguished scienllsts from 
around the nation who prepared the 
carefully'documented 276-page case for 
pursuing SETl are convinced that 
among the millions of planets In the 
galaxy are many that have reached a 
level of Intelligence at least as high as 
that of Earth and possibly far advanced 
But how to reach them? 

Since the prospect was first serious 
ly held out in 1999 by Philip Morrison, a 
distinguished physicist of the Massa 
chusetts Institute of Technology , many 
possible ways have been appraised. 

Sending a manned space capsule to a 
planet light-years away is obviously 
Impossible with present knowledge 
Granted a continuing Increase in know 
how in time might be reduced to too to 
200 years for such a journey which 
Is hardly practical, particularly since 
the power required would be roughly 
equivalent to the entire U.S. power con 
sumption for a year. 

The scientists concluded that the 
best approach was to set up a listening 
system to pick up what would Inevitably 
be faint signals from outer spare. This 


would be preferable to sending radio 
signals at random Into the galaxy. 

A dish-shaped radio telescope on 
Puerto Rico, the largest of Its kind, 
could pick up signals from the nearest 
planets In the galaxy. That Is the pre 
sent hope of John Blllingham, one of the 
directors of the Ames Centre which Is 
part of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 

But the project envisions far more 
than that. At least 2!i0 far more powerful 
radio telescopes would be built around a 
receiver to register possible signals 
from the heart of the galaxy. This would 
cost not less than a billion dollars and 
perhaps considerably more. 

Beyond that is the prospect of an 
antenna as big as a football field posi 
tioned In space. This wouldescape radio 
interference from earth. Ever-increas 
Ing radio chatter from a variety of 
sources leaves one comparatively quiel 
hole In the spectrum through which 
space signals might pa.ss. 

Since this is bound to cost large sums 
of money. Congress will ask why we 
should bother about intelligence that 
may or may not exist to far beyond our 
human ken. After all. the numbers of 
the planets in the universe, some of 
(hem 12 billion years old as against the 
four billion years of our solar system, 
are said to be equal to the grains of sand 
on all the beaches on America’s shore¬ 
line. 

The reasons Blllingham gives begin 
with the thrill of science and research 



within man’s capability. Why climb 
Mount Everest? Because it’s there. 

More important, it may be possible 
to establish communication with a plan 
et far older than Earth that has had a 
society In existence for thousands of 
years. That society will long since have 
passed through our present phase of 
Instability and we can learn from it 
lessons of longevity and the triumph 
over forces of unreason and destruction. 

Those forces cannot be discounted. 
In the pessimistic view, we are on the 
way to destroying Earth. Pollution. 


overpopulation, the exhaustion of natu¬ 
ral resources and. as if this were not 
enough, the threat of nuclear war ever 
present with the potential of destruction 
of all civilized life. 

The men at work on this project are 
by no means far-out scientists and 
dreamers. 

Among those who drew up the pro¬ 
spectus for SETI Is Bernal Oliver, 
director of re.search and a member of 
the board of directors of Hewlett-Pack¬ 
ard. the fantastically successful e|ec 
Ironic-communications corporation In 
nearby Palo Alto. They are all serious 
men endowed with creative Imagination 
as well as the intricate discipline of 
science. 

The Rev. Theodore M. Hesburgh. 
president of Notre Dame, wrote a fore 
word to the praspeclus. As a theologian, 
he says that the search for Intelligence 
in the universe is also a search of 
knowing and understanding God 
through His works. Finding others than 
ourselves would mean knowing Him 
better. 

All of this, with its immense serious¬ 
ness. reduces to childish fantasy such 
films as “Star Wars” and the newest 
space ship race, “Close Encounters of 
the Third Kind.” But their very popular¬ 
ity seems to show a touching desire for 
something beyond the confines of our 
disturbed planet.

Buying a chance for unborn babies 


I believe in living, real llv 
Ing. I believe that everyone 
has a right to life and the 
opportunity to live it fully. By 
Inclination and training my 
greatest interest is children: 
therefore, I believe that the 
young, the helpless and de¬ 
fenceless should have their 
rights for a full life defended 
most vigorously. 

It has been (he sad history 
of humanity that the rich and 
powerful have usurped the 
rights of those unable to de¬ 
fend themselves and the 
"haves” have eroded the 
rights of the “have-nots." In 
our society it Is happening 
mostly to children. 

Unborn children are as 
much human as any of us. 
They have every human right 
and no right Is dearer than 
life. Although the World 
Health Organization states: 
"I will maintain the utmost 
respect for human life from 
the time of conception, even 
under threat" and the United 
Nations Declaration of 
Human Rights states: “A 
child, by reason of his physi¬ 
cal and mental Immaturity, 
needs safeguards and care 
Including appropriate legal 
protection before as well as 
after birth," our country has 
no laws that provide unborn 
children protection. 

To provide them protec¬ 
tion. we have offered to buy 
every living fetus that is 
scheduled fur induced abor¬ 
tion. 

This will: I Provide us 
with a legal right to protect 
(hem from an abortion; 2. 
Help safeguard their health 
by providing the mother with 
funds to ensure her physical 
and mental health: 3. Help 
any woman who has opted for

to reproduce or prevented 
from it, but once another life 
is involved, the right to regu¬ 
late reproduction is subordi¬ 
nate to the right to life. This 
means, if I accidentally gel 
my wife pregnant and It Is 
very Inconvenient, I can’t in¬ 
sist on an abortion. I have no 
right to terminate an unborn 
baby’s life. Neither can my 
wife seek to end the life inside 
her regardless of how unhap¬ 
py she feels about it. The right 
of a child to life is superior. 

Ninety-nine per cent of 
abortions are done for con¬ 
venience. All the doctors I 
know who are aborting chil¬ 
dren dislike it intensely. They 
know that they have been 
manoeuvred Into trying to 
solve social dilemmas by ter¬ 
minating life when all their 
training has been to presene 
and enhance life. There are 
essentially no life saving 
medical or psychiatric indi¬ 
cations. but it seems an easy 
solution for a personal prob¬ 
lem. 

Unfortunately, very few 
people who are persuaded to 
abort are fully Informed of 
the growing evidence of the 
serious complications: infer¬ 
tility. later spontaneous 
abortions, painful .sex and a 
guilt that cannot be Ignored. 

Abortion has been u.sed for- 
population control, but 
world wide statistics Indicate 
the population in industrial¬ 
ized countries began declin¬ 
ing before abortion became 
wholesale. It appears that 
materialism is much more 
effective than either abortion 
or contraception in controll¬ 
ing population. People are 
persuaded they cannot have 
(he “good life" without “good 
things." It .soon becomes ob¬ 
vious you can’t have “good 
things” and children also be¬ 
cause raising children Is ex¬ 
pensive. 

It can be safely claimed 
(hat In our country every un¬ 
born child is a wanted child. 
There are thousands of par 


abortion because of economic 
necessity to reconsider her 
decision. 

Dr. Judith Blake of the Uni¬ 
versity of California, after an 
extensive study, concluded 
that the strongest promoter 
of easy abortion was the 
while, upper-class, liberal, 
educated, non-catholic, male.

We are attempting to stop 
the devaluation and the dehu¬ 
manization of children. We 
are buying the fetus only to 
protect Its life. Once the baby 
is bom Into this world we will 
have no legal claim on It. If 
the mother so wishes, she 
may keep it. if nut, we will 
work to provide it with a good 
adopted home. These babies 
are to be boughC but not to be 
sold. 

The money for the mother 
will be paid in instalments 
and will b(‘ sufficient to en¬ 
sure her freedom from want 
of any necessity, possibly 
enough to establish a small 
educational fund for each 
baby. 

There is no fixed price; it 
will be negotiated individual 
ly. We will try to insure the 
life of the mother and the 
unborn baby for the duration 
of her pregnancy and some 
time after. The local Birth 
Right organization has 
agreed to provide counselling 
and support for the mother as 
long as It is needed. 

To recognize the rights of 
fathers, both signatures will 
be required whenever a puta 
live father agrees. If the girl 
is a minor, the contract will 
also be signed by her parents. 

We are aware this offer 
raises a number of Important 
legal questions. Although we 
are prepared to face legal 
action, our main concern is 
for the babies and mothers.

It is as if 
Westerners (or Edmonton 
Ians) 1 met have made up 
their minds that Quebec is 
beyond salvation and Is not 
their direct concern anyway 
No great love, nor great hale 
— but some Indifference and 
definitely an Impatience that 
so much attention and favor 
itism seems directed toward 
Quebec. 

As (or the East — that’s 
another matter. Without 
going into reasons (real or 
ima^ned). I felt a hostility 
that isn't easily reconciled. 

I think Western separatism 
from the rest of Canada is nol 
as remote or as unthinkable 
as I once thought it was. 

Quebec's separation Is 
mostly a language and cul 
tural issue: Alberta's is an 
economic and psychological 
matter. 

If Quebec goes, will Alberta 
be far behind'.' 

In Edmonton you feel the 
excitement and confidence 
that one thinks should be typi 
cal of Canada — but so often 
isn’t. Edmonton is not typi 
cally Canadian. For one, it is 
not among the 80 per rent of 
the country that feeds fat 
within a lOO-mile strip along 
the American border. 
Edmonton is the frontier 
Another surprise was atti 
•tudes toward Premier 
Lougheed — the Tzar of the 
province. I was surpri.sed at 
how many felt that his long 
range goal was to lake Alber 
la into a form of indepen 
dence. 

"Oh. l,ougheed is always 
careful to mention Canada 
first and Alberta second in 
speeches,” said one who pro 
fessed to be a Lougheed fan 
“But in actions It is always 
Alberta first and Canada sec 
ond." 

The person added — sup 
ported by others: “He Is cut 
ting Inroads deeper Into the 
free enterprise system too. It

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Independent schools knifed by board’s leasing policy 


The new leasing policy re 
eently adopted by the 
Greater Victoria school 
board is a short-sighted and 
strangely-worded document. 

Put forward by trustee Bud 
Smith, the document is prob- 
abiy illegal in the first place, 
since it almost certainly con¬ 
travenes human rights legis¬ 
lation. But in addition to that 
little defect. It contains some 
incorrect assumptions about 
the relationship between pub¬ 
lic and independent schools, 
and some misguided notions 
about how to save the taxpay¬ 
ers money. 

Its timing is aiso rather 
unusual. Just as the district is 
beginning to think about what 
10 do with surpius space, to 
the point of asking the muni- 
clpaiities for their sugges¬ 
tions, and Just as the provin¬ 
cial government has given in¬ 
dependent schools their first 
solid iegai status, the board is 
severely limiting the possible 
uses for its surplus build¬ 
ings. and deliberately ob¬ 
structing Independent 
schools. 

The new policy notes, in 
language that leaves a great 
deal to Interpretation, that 
"as the rental or lease of 
facilities Is being made on the 
basis that these were origi 
nally provided by the com¬ 
munity through taxes, so the 
rental nr lease shall be at a 
minimum rate and made to 


organizations or groups 
which are considered 'com¬ 
munity’ In nature.” 

“SpKilically, rental shall 
be to non-sec ta ri a n. 
non-political or non-private 
enterprises.” 

It goes on to prohibit rental 
of buildings or parts of build¬ 
ings for monetary gain, "or 
to enterprises which may be 
in competition with, or dupli¬ 
cating sen-ices provided by 
the board, or other private or 
non-pnvale enterprises ex¬ 
cept In extenuating circum¬ 
stances which shall be re¬ 
ferred to the board for consi¬ 
deration.” 

The policy's confusing 
wording might be more 
easily understood If the read¬ 
er realizes that it Is basically 
aimed at a specific enter¬ 
prise. namely Pacific Chris¬ 
tian ^condary, a new school 
that started up this fall with 
47 students In grades 8 and 9 
and leased the annex of the 
Oaklands Elementary school 
for 81 a year. Under the old 
school board policy, the rent¬ 
al of buildings was set at their 
actual cost to the board, and 
since the old Oaklands annex 
has been paid off, the rent 
was a token $1. 

Trustees were not tickled 
with the prospect of Indepen¬ 
dent schools, and particular¬ 
ly “religious" schools, taking 
mot in their surplus build¬ 
ings. and the new policy is an

The reason that Indepen¬ 
dent schools exist is because 
they provide philosophies or 
ser^ces not available in the 
public system. This is partic¬ 
ularly true of schools such as 
Pacific Christian. The philos¬ 
ophy of education it offers is 
not, and Indeed cannot, under 
the Public SchooLs Act, be 
provided by the public school 
system. 

To obstruct independent 
schools is to deprive citizens 
of their freedom of choice, 
and In effect, to set up an 
educational monopoly which 
probably will prove, as most 
monopolies do. to be repress¬ 
ive and institutionalized. 

Our society values freedom 
of choice very highly in most 
respects, but for some reason 
it is somehow unpatriotic to 
want something other than a 
public education. 

Letting Independent 
schools nse sarpius buildings, 
especially for $1 a year, as 
Pacific Chrlstiaa Is doing, 
will encourage them to 
spront up all over. 

. As public school trustees 
know very well, the cost of 
school buildings is a rela¬ 
tively small portion of any 
school district's budget. To 
start a new schaol simply be¬ 
cause a building is available 
for $1 a year is financial sul-. 
cide. That "bargain” build¬ 
ing commits the school to 
operating costs of between 


Having been deeply in¬ 
terested for many years in 
the drug tragedy — or men¬ 
ace — I ask^ from time to 
time from the Home Office.

This is a gut reaction that Is 
simply Impossible to substan- 
tiate with facts. Pacific 
Christian, for instance, rep¬ 
resents a direct saving to the 
public school system of at 
least $50,000 a year-what it 
would cost the public school 
system in teachers’ salaries 
to educate those students. 

It might be true that the 
cost per pupil in the public 
school system goes up slight¬ 
ly because of a time lag in 
■Cueing overhead, such as 
administrative costs and Jan¬ 
itorial services, but certainly 
by any other measure—total 
budget or mill rate, for In- 
stance-tbe taxpayer benefits 
to the tune of at least $1,000 a 
year for every student who 
attends an independent in¬ 
stead of a public school. 

In debate on the leasing 
policy. Smith provided some 
interesting insights on the 
thinking that went into this 
policy. What is "non-sectari¬ 
an?” he was asked. "The op¬ 
posite of sectarian.” he re¬ 
plied. 

His main concern. It ap¬ 
pears is (hat those who lease 
buildings at low rates will 
have an unfair advantage 
over their competitors. Their 
competitors are not the pub¬ 
lic school system, but other 
independent schools (Smith 
is on the governing boards of 


two local established inde¬ 
pendent schools as well as 
being a public school trustee) 
and it must be asked if it is 
the Greater Victoria school 
board's responsibility to be 
(he watchdog of fair competi¬ 
tion in the private sector. 

Assuming that Smith Is Jus¬ 
tifiably troubled by the ques¬ 
tion of competition in the pri¬ 
vate sector, the new policy Is 
not going to insure equity in 
the leasing of buildings, be¬ 
cause it would require that 
everyone who leases a build¬ 
ing have a completely unique 
operation, that is, one which 
“competes” with no other 
service in the city (or per¬ 
haps even further afield?). 
The old policy, basically 
' first-come, first-sened, was 
Just as fair and far less com- 

f ilicated, in addition to being 
egal. 

The new leasing policy may 
not do as much harm as I 
suggest, however. The odds 
are very good that the admin¬ 
istrative hassles involved will 
force it to self-destruct. How 
will the administrators inter¬ 
pret what is a “communi¬ 
ty” group and what is not? 
How can one refuse to rent a 
vacant building to a group 
because of its religious or 
political convictions without 
violating basic human and 
legal rights? Is the school 
board really prepared to 
screen virtually every re¬ 
quest for a rent or lease that 
comes before iL as most of 
them will surely have to do if 
the policy is applied equita¬ 
bly?

Officials pointed out that 
the gap was exaggerated by 
the dock strike that began 
Oct. 1. Nevertheless, recent 
wide trade deficits, primarily 
a result of oil imports, have 
been a subject of concern for 
Wall Streeters. 

One reason for this is that 
such deficits tend to depress 
the dollar against other cur¬ 
rencies and make U.S. se¬ 
curities less attractive to for¬ 
eign investors. 

Reports from Europe said 
the recently depressed dollar 
lost ground again Monday.

everywhere. 

By Nov. 30, all Quebec com¬ 
panies with more than 100 
employees are supposed to 
have set up worker-manage¬ 
ment committees to analyte 
the language situation within 
the company and make a re¬ 
port to management for 
forwarding to the French lan¬ 
guage bureau, the govern¬ 
ment agency which issues 
francization certificates. 

While larger companies 
have the resources to absorb 
the costs and upheavals 
cause by francization, 
smaller companies—espe¬ 
cially those without unions— 
are finding certain provisions 
of the law both unsettling and 
expensive. 

What differs among com¬ 
panies here, however, is how 
they actually perceive the 
language law and how they 
will go about applying it. 

And with a vaguely-worded 
law and a timetable still sev¬ 
eral years down the road for 
most companies, the climate 
is ripe for uneasiness, mis¬ 
conceptions and differences 
of opinion. 

For Nicholas Fodor, the 
opinionated 73-year-old presi¬ 
dent of a small but thriving 
Montreal electronics firm, 
the policy is quite simply “a 
major intrusion into my 
bloody capitalist system.” 

A Hungarian immigrant 
who built his company from 
scratch in the mid-I9S0s to a 
lU-mlllion enterprise with 
sales to S9 countries, Fodor 
says a highly-technical inter¬ 
national company like his 
can’t operate under the lan¬ 
guage laws. 

All of the drawings and 
specifications for Electro- 
vert's electronic wave-sol¬ 
dering device are in English 
and Fodor says the cost of 
translating them would be 
prohibitive. 

English is also the main 
language of the business of¬ 
fice and the factory where ap¬ 
proximately 30 per cent of 
Electrovert’i skilled trades¬ 
men are German or Hungari¬ 
an immigranta. 

While hoping it may be 
granted some form of exemp¬ 
tion by the Quebec govern- 
ment, Electrovert has reluc¬ 
tantly begun the process of 
conforming to the language 
laws. 

For one small American- 
owned manufacturing com¬ 
pany in Quebec’s Eastern 
Townships, the cost of franci- 
r.ation might be the decisive 
factor in whether it will move 
its Canadian operation of 350 
employees out of the pro¬ 
vince. 

’’You can be damned sure 
that our head-office is going 
10 take a hard look at the 
bottom line after Year I 
under Bill 101,” says a man¬ 
agement source, who doesn’t 
want the company to be iden¬ 
tified. 

She says the company, 
where about half the manage¬ 
ment Is English-speaking and 
about 90 per cent of the work¬ 
ers are French, has always 
worked In both languages, 
“but now we’re fac^ with 
hard realities—that things 
that have been normal prac¬ 
tice are illegal now. 

"For instance, it means 
you can't fire someone In 
English, even if that person’s 
English. " 

"What really bothers me 
about all this," says the man-

Goods-producing industries 
showed productivity In¬ 
creases of 3.8 per cent, while 
service Industries had in¬ 
creases of 3.3 per cent. In 
each case, these were the 
largest productivity raises 
for the last several years and 
above the averages for the 
last five years. 

Statistics Canada warns 
that care must be used when 
making comparisons with 
U.S. pr^uctivity figures. But 
it adds that output per worker 
for U.S. commercial Indus- 
tries, at four per cent in 
1976, was higher than Cana¬ 
da’s 3.6 per cent. 

There were some striking 
differences between the two 
countries in unit labor costs. 


a measure that relates aver¬ 
age pay and output. 

Unit labor costs in the Unit¬ 
ed States are less than half 
those of Canada for 1975 and 
1976: 7.4 |>er cent in the Unit¬ 
ed States compared to I5.I 
per cent in Canada in 1975, 
and 3.6 per cent and eight per 
cent respectively In 1976. 

The main reason. Statistics 
Canada says, is that hourly 
compensation in Canada rose 
faster than in the United 
States.

Close 12 schools, 
report suggests

Extensive school closures, 
mtjor renovation programs 
to other schools, and a move 
toward flve-year high schools 
are among the main recom- 
mendatioiis of a planning re¬ 
port released by the Greater 
Victoria school district on 
Moodsy. 

Dubbed FtcUllies Study 77, 
the report was a Joint project 
of the education ministry and 
the school district, and its two 
volumes contain extensive de¬ 
mographic data and recom¬ 
mendations for dealing with 
declining enrolment in the 
district. 

The district's enrolment 
reached a high of 32,278 in 
1970, but now stands at 25,683 
and is expected io hit 18,000 
pupils by 1996. 

If the recommendations in 
the report are accepted 
wholesale by the school 
board, eight elementary 
schools would be closed com¬ 
pletely, and nine partially, in 
tbe near future. The report 
also recommends the closure 
of four secondary schools, 
with closure of another four 
secondary schools later. 


Many of the high school 
closures involve the combin¬ 
ing of Junior high schools with 
.senior high schools, produc¬ 
ing schools with students in 
Grades 8 through 12; Oak Bay 
Junior with Oak Bay senior. 
Central Junior with Victoria 
High, ColquiU with Spec¬ 
trum, and Harbour View with 
Esquimau. 

The report does not exam¬ 
ine the cost Implications of 
school closures, but provides 
an educational rationale for 
keeping school populations 
high enough to maintain flexi¬ 
bility and variety in educa¬ 
tional programs. 

Most elementary school 
principals interviewed by the 
planning team that did the 
report said medium-sized ele¬ 
mentary schools of 400 to 500 
plus kindergarten offered the 
best compromise between 
program flexibility/«nd per¬ 
sonal involvemeht. High 
school principals indicated 
preferences for schools with 
200 to 500 pupils per grade. 

School board chairman 
Susan Brice said the board 
does not consider the report a 
“blueprint for school clo¬ 
sures,’’ and the board will be 


examining the underlying as¬ 
sumptions in the report before 
implementing any of it. 

“I expect a good debate 
over tbe philosophical ques¬ 
tions tbe board will have to 
come to grips with.” 

The district has to consider 
its buildings as a resource, 
Mrs. Brice said. If it continues 
to use more space than it can 
properly maintain, for in¬ 
stance, it leaves “a legacy of 
poorly-maintained buildings” 
for future students of the dis¬ 
trict. 

In addition, she said, the 
money put into school facili¬ 
ties competes with money 
used In the classroom, and the 
board would prefer to see edu¬ 
cation funds used for class¬ 
rooms, rather than for build¬ 
ings or administration. 

Rather than talking about 
school closures, Mrs. Brice 
said, she preferred to call It a 
“space conservation pro¬ 
gram.” 

The report recommends 
that surplus buildings be dis¬ 
posed of to help pay the costs 
of renovations or new con- 
truction in other schools. If 
the site or building might be 


useful In the future, it should 
be leased to public or private 
agencies. Where an entire 
sclrool is not closed, some 
rooms could be made avail¬ 
able for other district pro¬ 
grams, private school use, 
compatible community or 
commercial use, or storage. 

The main action that the 
board is taking on the report 
at tbe moment is the estab¬ 
lishment of a "process com¬ 
mittee,” Mrs. Brice said. 

"Its purpose will be to alert 
the board to the kind of ques¬ 
tions we should be asking our 
selves.” such as optimum 
school sizes, walking dis¬ 
tances, and the grades which 
should be offered at each 
school. 

The committee, chaired by 
trustee Bud Smith, with Peter 
Yorke and Carol Pickup as 
members, will also bring rec¬ 
ommendations to tbe board on 
how extensively the public 
will be involved in the plan¬ 
ning process, Mrs. Brice said. 

“The board has adopted the 
stance that as many people 
who can be involved, and have 
something worthwhile to con¬ 
tribute, will be consulted.”

Oral study to survive 


The “oral communica¬ 
tions" program at Bank 
Street school may continue 
after the school is closed next 
June, and there is even a 
small chance that the school 
itself could continue, parents 
from the school learned Mon¬ 
day night. 

“We have been directed to 
close the school, but not the 
program. We intend to con¬ 
tinue with that program un¬ 
less otherwise directed, and 
that has not happened,” 


schools superintendent Align 
Stables told the school board. 

He was commenting on a 
motion by trustee Lavinia 
Greenwood that the schools 
superintendent report to the 
board on plans for the contin¬ 
uation of the oral communi¬ 
cation program at Bank 
Street school. 

Tbe program is based on 
the principle that compe¬ 
tence in speaking clearly, 
imaginatively, and In an or¬ 
ganized fashion will assist 


students In reading, writing 
and social development. It 
has been the subject of a 
thm-year pilot program and 
an evaluation guided by Fred 
Tyler, former dean of the 
education faculty at the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria. 

But the low enrolment In 
the school put it high on tbe 
list of schools to be closed, 
and last year the ichool 
board voted to close the 
school in 1978. 

School board chairman 


Susan Brice attempted to 
keep debate on Mrs. Green¬ 
wood's motion confined to the 
fate of the oral communica¬ 
tions program, but was not 
entirely successful in avoid¬ 
ing discussion of the school’s 
closure.

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Tel workers point out mystery ^spy’ house 


No one had any ready answers Mon¬ 
day concerning the presence of a black 
cable that runs from a telephone pole 
Into a Saanich home. 

The Telecommunications Workers 
Union, involved in a strike-lockout vritb 
the B.C. Telephone Co., says the cable 
has at least 50 pairs of telephone wires 
and that this would allow the house in 
question to be used ss a surveillance 
centre for eavesdropping on private 
phone lines. They have expressed the 
fear that the homes of union members 
might be the targets. 

The company has been quick to deny 
that It would In any way snoop on the 
union. And B.C. Tel spokesmen said 
Monday they knew nothing of the home 
and its reported cable. 

However, a visit by the Colonist to the 
bouse confirmed that a cable is connect¬ 
ed. 


Company spokesmen have said that if 
a 50-pair cable runs into a house tbe 
company wouldn’t necessarily know 
anything about its purpose. They say it 
could have been us^ for operating a tel¬ 
ephone answering service or a large 
sales campaign. 

One company official dismissed the 
union’s suspicions as “ludicrous.” 

Responded one Victoria official of the 
union: “The company may say it's ludi¬ 
crous. But if there's one thing that's 
ludicrous, it's tbe company's claim that 
It wouldn’t know anything about the 
cable. 

"They know very well why it’s there 
and they're not sa^ng." 

The i^on has said it has no proof to 
back its suspicions, but feels the house 
has been ri^ed either to allow a com¬ 
pany surveillance of the employees or 
an undercover police operation. 


Earlier, the union had reported that 
the cable had originally carried 50 pairs 
of lines and that 30 had been added. 
Monday It revised this claim to say that 
only 20 pairs had been used in the 
first place, with 30 more activated af¬ 
terward. 

“The timing is what has bothered us," 
a union official said. “Most of what has 
happened has happened at the high 
paints of our fight with tbe company. 
Originally there were 20 pairs of lines— 
that was a few months ago—and then 
they added 30 recently. Just several 
weeks ago. 

“And that is really what causes us 
concern.’’ 

Meanwhile, both sides remained at 
arm’s length in the strike-lockout with 
roving picket squads playing a major 
role in Monday’s developments. 

After some two months of rotating 


strikes and retaliatory lockouts the con¬ 
tract dispute exploded into an all-out 
strike and lockout situation last Thurs¬ 
day. it involves approximately 10,000 
TWU members. The major stum¬ 
bling block is a clause covering the 
contracting out of work. The last con¬ 
tract expired 11 months ago. 

The most active picketing Monday 
appeared to be centred at Nanaimo 
where a “mass picket Hoe" was set up 
at the company headquarters and sec¬ 
ondary pickets posted at hotels, restau¬ 
rants, taxi companies and any other 
firms the union found accomodating 
management personnel brought into the 
area to work in the place of regu¬ 
lar union employees. 

The union said the secondary picket¬ 
ing had been partially successful and 
that it bad attempted to stress the 
point to local business operators that the 


Jobs of the union membeis were “on the 
line.” 

Tbe union also claimed it had reason 
to believe many of those brought into 
the area weren’t company employees 
in the first place. 

“We have reason to think some of 
them are students, or even unemployed 
persons the company was able to find," 
said Ian Austin, an executive member 
of Nanaimo Local 31 of the TWU. “They 
are pretty young and some of them are 
refusing to show us ID.” 

There were also charges and counter 
charges at Nanaimo of harassment. 
The union said its pickets were harassed 
by the RCMP and at least two members 
of the company management team 
complained to police during the day that 
they had been “roughed up” while try¬ 
ing to report to work. 

“We confine ourselves to passive ac¬ 
tion by linking arms. If someone got 


roughed up going through the line he 
must have roughed himself up,” Austin 
said. 

An RCMP spokesman said his men 
had not been guilty of harassment. The 
force made a practice of not taking 
sides in such disputes and was in¬ 
tent on maintaining a “low profile.” 

However, he said some warnings had 
to be Issued Monday morning bwause 
tbe pickets were “interfering with the 
free movement in and out of B.C. Tel.” 

A union spokesman said during the 
evening that pickets had blocked man¬ 
agement personnel attempting to leave 
the property by car and that the cars 
“had to be left In the compound." 

By Monday there had Mn 11 sepa¬ 
rate incidents of vandalism reported, 
most of them slashed telephone cables.

MONTREAL (CP) — 
Mayor Jean Drapeau and 
city officials received the 
Grey Cup champion Montreal 
Alouettes at a special lun¬ 
cheon Monday following the 
team’s 41-6 triumph over Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos in the Cana¬ 
dian Football League final 
Sunday at Olympic Stadium. 

The luncheon, at the Muni¬ 
cipal Golf and Country Club 


near the stadium, was held 
after the traditional victory 
parade was cancelled be¬ 
cause a weekend snowstorm 
and the city's public transit 
shutdown had snarled traffic. 

“Everybody made a greai 
contributioo to the victory,'’ 
said quarterback Sonny 
Wade, who earned his third 
Grey Cup outstanding-player 
award in the victory. 


As champagne flowed free¬ 
ly at the luncheon, Drapeau 
exchanged pleasantries with 
members of the team and 
talked about one of his fa¬ 
vorite projects—Olympic 
Stadium. 

“I certainly think it will be 
a good idea to finish the sta¬ 
dium and we have plans U> 
finish It," he said, referring 


to proposals to put a roof on 
the installation. 

The stadium now is con¬ 
trolled by the Olympic Instal¬ 
lations Board of the provin¬ 
cial government, so city of¬ 
ficials alone can’t approve 
completion of the faciLty. 

“I think Montreal has given 
a very eloquent demmutra- 
tion of good spirit," Dra¬ 
peau said. 


He presented to coach 
Merv Levy a medallion de¬ 
picting the Olympic Stadium, 
where the Grey Cup was 
played for the first time this 
year.

Staple guns made difference 
for Alouettes in icy Grey Cup 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
unfinished condition of the 
Olympic Stadium may have 
contributed to Montreal 
Alouettes’ 41-6 Grey Cup 
romp over Edmonton Eski¬ 
mos on Sunday. 

The footing on the Sta¬ 
dium’s frozen artificial turf 
was hazardous, at best, for 
the Canadian Football 
League final, but Montreal 
players took advantage of 
electricians’ staple guns to 
improve (heir traction. 

When the Alouettes tried 
the field In their initial 
warm-up. the players found 
they had no traction on the 
turf. 

But as safety Tony Proud- 
foot returned to the dressing 
room, he spotted an electri¬ 
cian’s staple gun and 
punched nearly a hundred 
staples into the soles of his 
shoes. When other players 
saw the traction Proudfoot 
(hen had. there was a scram¬ 
ble for the remaining sta¬ 
plers. 

“When Tony came hack," 
said offensive captain Barry 
Randall, “there was a 
scramble for the gun. We 
found two more and every¬ 
body was popping staples Into 
their shoes” 

The Eskimos complained 
about the footwear in which 
(he Alouettes appeared, hut 
Hap .Shouldice. CFL director 
of officials, and others 
checked the shoes and found 
nothing wrong. 

Montreal general manager 
Bob Geary said before the 
game that he had told (he 
Olympic Installations Board 
that a tarpaulin should have 
been placed on the field to 
protect it from a snowfall 
■’I told them that they 
should put the tarp down." 
said Geary, ’’but they 
wouldn’t listen. 

"They should have put the 
tarp down when they knew 
the snow was coming. The 
teams could have practised 
at some other park, but no. 
they wouldn’t listen. They 
thought they knew it all”. 

Meanwhile. Alouette-quar- 
terback Sonny Wade adjusted 
to the conditions as the game 
progressed. 

The 30-year-old Wade, a 
lacitum Virginian whose ex¬ 
perience and aplomb gave 
the Als a clear edge on the 
Olympic Stadium field, com¬ 
pleted 22 of 40 passes for 
340 yards and three touch¬ 
downs. 

He was named the out¬ 
standing player in the game, 
an honor he earned in his two 
previous appearances—in 
1970 when Montreal defeated 
Calgary Stampeders 23-10 
and in 1974 when the Als beat 
Edmonton 20-7 
Wade’s three touchdown 
passes were thrown within a 
3(4-minute stretch of the sec¬ 
ond half. He hit Peter Dalla 
Riva on a seven-yarder at 
12:47 of the third quarter, 
connected with John O’Leary 
on a 10-yarder at 14:42 and hit 
Bob Gaddis from the seven at 
1:15 of the fourth.

Boston cool despite Bruins record 


Statistics released Monday 
by the National Hockey 
League showed that the lon¬ 
gest shutout streak in flve 
.seasons had moved Boston 
Bruins to the top of the 
Adams Division. 

Boston gave up one goal to 
Toronto Maple Leafs on Nov. 
19 and then blanked Chicago 
Black Hawks. Buffalo Sabres 
and Washington Capitals in 
successive games before con¬ 
ceding two goals to New York 
Rangers Saturday night. 

The shutout streak lasted 
223 minutes, 45 seconds, and 
the last time a team had a 
longer streak was in Febru¬ 
ary of 1973 when the Rangers 
blanked their opponents for 
253:53—a streak which also 
included three shutouts. 

The Bruins were also on the 
league's longest winning and. 
undefeated streaks this sea¬ 
son and bore no resemblance 
to the squad which started 
the campaign with only three 
victories in their first 11 
games. 


In the next 11 outings, how¬ 
ever, Boston was victorious 
10 times and tied the other 
contest. 

Boston had 30 points atop 
the Adams Division while 
Montreal Canadians led the 
Norris Division with 31. Phil¬ 
adelphia Flyers had 29 points 
to lead the Patrick Division 
and Chicago had 20 to top the 
Smjthe Division. 

Bryan Trottler of New 
York Islanders continued to 
lead the scoring race with 41 
points while his rookie team¬ 
mate Mike Bossy was second 
with 33. two more than Guy 
Lafleur of Montreal. 

Bossy continued to lead the 
goals department with 20 and 
Trottier’s 25 assists were tops 
in that department.

WHA and amateur hockey is 
better than ever,” Baldwin 
said Monday. 

The revamped schedule of 
games involving WHA teams 
and clubs from Czechoslova¬ 
kia, the Soviet Union, Japan, 
Sweden and Finland was also 
announced Monday and in¬ 
cludes games niginally with¬ 
held from Canadian cities by 
prior arrangement with the 
Canadian Amateur Hockey 
Association. 

Both the CAHA and the 
Amateur Hockey Association 
of the United States had pre¬ 
viously withheld approval of 
the expanded schedule of in¬ 
ternational games. 

The CAHA’s reluctance re¬ 
sulted from the signing of 18- 
year-old Junior, Ken Linse- 
man, by the WHA Birming¬ 
ham Bulls in conflict with an 
agreement between and 
CAHA and pro hockey not to 
sign any player out of the 
Canadian junior ranks until 
bis 20 th year. 

The WHA agreed, refusing 
to accept Linseman’s player 
contract until a federal court 
Judge ruled that not to do so 
would be in violation of anti¬ 
trust laws in the U.S. 

While being forced to regis¬ 
ter Lln-seman, the WHA took 
steps to ensure it doesn't hap¬ 
pen again by suspending Bir¬ 
mingham owner John Bas¬ 
sett for six months and order¬ 
ing him to post a $190,000 
performance bond. 

The AHAUS alleged that 
the WHA was delinquent in 
paying money to the associa¬ 
tion, a situation Baldwin said 
at the time was of no real 
consequence and that it 
would be cleared up before 
the international series re¬ 
sumed. 

With both amateur groups 


lodging protests against the 
international games, 
Gunther SabetzU, president 
of the International Ice Hock¬ 
ey Federatioo—which, with 
the national bodies, must 
give approval to such ex¬ 
changes—supported the 
amateurs and, in effect, 
squelched the scheduled 
games.

Seven million Canadian 
homes are obsolete because 
their construction, siting and 
equipping does not conform 
to the realities of a Itiel-short 
age, two University of Vic¬ 
toria professors have told the 
federal government. 

Drs. Derrick Sewell and 
Harold Foster, in their report 
Solar Home Heating In Cuia- 
da; Problems and Prospects, 
done for the federal environ¬ 
ment ministry, suggest gov¬ 
ernment encouragement of 
solar energy technology can 
have a significant impact on 
some major Canadian prob¬ 
lems, such as the environ¬ 
mental effects of pipelines 
and power lines, rapidly- 
dwindling energy resources, 
multi-national corporate con¬ 
trol of Canada's natural re¬ 
sources, and Canada's Inter¬ 
national balance of payments 
deficit. 

If Canada delays, however, 
those problems will only get 
worse, they warn. 

The two UVic geography 
professors determined that 
the United States is well 
ahead of Canada in the use of 
solar energy. 

"There is a single subdivi¬ 
sion near Denver, which has. 
all on its own, more solar- 
heated homes than all of Can¬ 
ada," Sewell said. In the U.S., 
neariy tOO homes have been, 
or are being built, to use solar 
energy, but in Canada fewer 
than to have been built 
That favorite Canadian de¬ 
vice, dividing American sta¬ 
tistics by a factor ot It, pius 
the fact that Canada lacks the 
sunbelt which makes solar 
energy so feasible In the U.S., 
might seem to Justify those 
proportions. Not so, say the 
UVic profs. 

Sunny climates are not the 
best for solar heating, be¬ 
cause the low heating bills 
mean It takes that much 
longer to pay off the invest¬ 
ment In a solar heating sys¬ 
tem. 

Solar heating makes the 
most sense further north. 


where heating costs are high 
during the winter. It is there 
that switching to solar heat¬ 
ing will save the most money. 

In Canada, solar heating is 
already economical in areas 
such as Winnipeg, where en¬ 
ergy costa are high, winters 
are cold, and enough sun Is 
available during the winter 
months to provide a large 
proportion of a home's heat¬ 
ing needs. 

Because the U.S. is pursu¬ 
ing solar heating energetical¬ 
ly and has mapped out its 
goals clearly, it has a good 
lead on Canada, the solar 
heating report says. The 
chances are good that by the 
time Canada gets around to 
developing its own solar en¬ 
ergy industry, the field will 
already be dominated by 


American, European and 
Japanese corporations. The 
result will be the familiar 
story of an uneconomic Cana¬ 
dian Industry, and consumer 
preference for cheaper for¬ 
eign equipment. 

Considering that the geo¬ 
graphy of Canada lends itself 
to the early development of 
solar technology, and that 
this country's scientific com¬ 
munity is capable of attack¬ 
ing the technical problems, 
Canada should be a world 
leader in the field, Sewell and 
Foster say. 

They point out that It in¬ 
volves no transmission of en¬ 
ergy over long distances, and 
therefore no transmission 
losses, which in the ca.se of 
electricity, for instance, can 
halve the efficiency of the

Furthermore, be¬ 
cause it involves Individual 
and independent units, no 
massive public investment is 
required for the conversion of 
existing homes to solar heat¬ 
ing. 

in preparing their report, 
the two professors talk^ to 
various groups which are or 
will be involved with solar 
homes, such as scientists, ar¬ 
chitects, bankers and build¬ 
ing contractors. Their aim 
was to find the obstacles to 
wider use of solar heating for 
homes and businesses so that 
those obstacles can be dealt 
with directly. 

The major obstacle appears 
to be general reluctance to try 
something new and unknown. 
Respondents to their survey 
cited maintenance and opera¬ 
tional costs, a lack of support 
on the part of government, 
municipalities, banks and 
builders, and other factors as 
standing in the way of wider 
acceptance for solar home 
heating. 

The government can make 
its greatest contrihution to 
the adoption of solar home 
heating by removing some of 
the uncertainty surrounding 
it. by assuming some of the 
Initial risks. Sewell and Fos¬ 
ter say. 

They recommend that the 
federal government pass leg- 
islation that will make its 
commitment to solar heating 
very clear. 


Their recommendations In¬ 
clude establishment of a con¬ 
sortium to develop and mar¬ 
ket solar beating equipment 
on a large scale: tax and 
mortgage rate concessions to 
encourage construction of 
solar homes and business in¬ 
vestment in solar technolo¬ 
gy; and Incentives to govern¬ 
ments to remove building 
code provisions and tax as¬ 
sessment practices that 
either prevent the use of solar 
heating or penalize it heavily. 

Legislation establlsbing 
“solar rightt"-so those with 


solar collectors can be as¬ 
sured that DO one will put 
their collectors in the shade 
by obstructing the sunshine- 
should also be written. 

Financing for this ambi¬ 
tious program would conie 
from a seven per cent federal 
tax on fossil fuels, the report 
recommends. 

The important point, Sewell 
and Epster said in an inter¬ 
view, is to gel a program 
of solar energy use going, and 
the federal government's role 
Is most critical In the early 
stages. 


Anyone who moves into 
solar beating right now, u- 
sumes some risks-the cost Is 
fairly high, the problems are 
unfamiliar, and new technol¬ 
ogy might come along to 
make existing equipment ob¬ 
solete. 

By getting Involved at an 
early stage, the government 
can compensate for the risks 
and get the country moving 
into solar heating. Once the 
trend has been established, 
the uncertainties have been 
removed, and the economies 
of mass production are felt.

Dec. 31 last day, 
Wallace writes

It's official — Scott Wallace 
(PC—Oak Bay) has resigned 
bis seat in the Legislature. 

Wallace sent his ietter of 
resignation Monday morning 
after severai weeks of pro¬ 
mising to resign before 
yearend. The resignation, re¬ 
ceived by Speaker Ed Smith 
shortly before noon, confirms 
that tire former leader of the 
B.C. Conservative party will 
no longer be a politician after 
Dee. 31. 

Smith said he had no controi 
over the date for a byeiection 
to fill the vacancy. 

“It is my duty to transmit 
the contents of the ietter to the 
deputy provincial secretary 
who In turn will recommend to 
the government suitable 
dates for a byelection," Smith 
said. 

Premier Bennett, in Harri¬ 
son Hot Springs for a govern¬ 
ment caucus meeting, has 
stated several times that he 
would set a byelection date as 
soon as possible after Wal¬ 
lace's resignation became ef¬ 
fective. 

The earliest the byelection 
could take place is Wednes¬ 
day, Jan. 25. A more likely 
date is around mid-February 
to give all political groups 
time to organize nomination 
meetings and crank up cam¬ 
paign machinery. 

Wallace said he had no idea 
who would be contesting the 
nomination for the Conserva¬ 
tive seat. “That's up to Vic 
Stephens.” he said. “He's the 
leader now.” 

Asked if he thought Peter 
Pollen might be a contes¬ 
tant, Wallace said: “That will 
be up to Vic Stephens, too. It 
wouldn't worry me.” 

Pollen contested the Oak 
Bay seat as a .Socred, in 1968 
but was defeated by Liberal 
Allan Cox who lost the seat a 
year later to Wallace who 
gave then premier W. A. C. 
Bennett his first Social Credit 
victory in Oak Bay. 

Less than two years later. 
Wallace crossed the floor as a 
Conservative. In 1972 he 
sought re-election as a Tory 
and again won the Oak Bay 
seat. That was the year he was 
joined by now Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Minister Hugh Curtis 
and the Conservatives had 
two seats in the Legislature. 

Curtis subsequently be¬ 
came disenchanted with the 
provincial Conservatives and 
crossed the floor to join Social 
Credit, leaving Wallace again 
the lone Tory in the house. 

In the 1975 general election. 
Wallace again sought re-elec¬ 
tion as leader of the Conser¬ 
vative party while Curtis 
sought re-election on the So¬ 
cial Credit ticket. Both won 
handily. 

While no nomination meet¬ 
ings have yet been held for the 
Oak Bay byelection. Social 
(iredit has at least two possi¬ 


ble candidates in the ring — 
Frank Carson who ran and 
lost in 1975, and Mayor Brian 
Smith who joined the Social 
Credit Party recently. 

Smith has not yet stated 
whether hr will seek the nomi¬ 
nation, only that he is “think¬ 
ing about it.” 

On the NDP front, there is 
relative silence from Oak Bay 
but the party is expected to 
contest the seat.

Even box office giants ripped off 

Film pirates raid 
studio, star profits

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Studios and stars make a for- 
time from movies but they 
lose millions to film pirates 
who raid the profit treasure 
chest of more than 100 million 
annually through illegal 
copying and distribution. 

Ttioasands of bootlegged 
film prints, including such 
box office giants as Star Wars 
and Jaws, are shipped 
around the world every 
month 

Pirates can put a print on 
the market even before the 
original is released to 
theatres and they consistent, 
ly outbid studios for lucrative 
foreign distribution. 

bootleggers are being 
chased with the vengeance of 
Darth Vader going after Luke 
Skywalker and his pals in 
Star Wars, but with some¬ 
what less success. 

It Is difficult to estimate 
how much the pirates cost the 
industry. 

“Figure around t20 million 
to the upside figure of $IM 
million." says Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Vincent Marella. 

In 1975, the Motion Picture 
Association of America set up 
the Film Security Offie to try 
to cope with the problem, and 
industry officials say in- - 
creased security has helped. 

But Richard Bloesure, a re¬ 
tired FBI agent and the Film 
Security Office’s assistant 
director, said: “We figure 
that the film collectors in the 
country alone sell and trade 
S60 million in bootlegged 
films every year." 

If you know the right per 
son, you can get a copy of 
Star Wars or Looking for Mr. 
Ot^ar foraboul $1,000. The 
going price for otber films, 
such as Annie Hall, is $750. 

Access to films is easy. 
Films in transit disappear for 
a time and are copied, or 
prints are made from film 
taken from the salvage com¬ 
panies which buy old films 
from studios. Bootleggers 
also gain access through film 
laboratories, rental com¬ 
panies and libraries at televi¬ 
sion stations and universities. 

Another avenue is through 
the stars, directors and stu¬ 
dio executives who once got 
courtesy prints of pictures In 
which they were Involved. 

H. A. Porter, an FBI expert 
on film piracy, said another 
way is for someone to “ap¬ 
proach a projectionist or stu¬ 
dio worker and offer him $1.- 
flOO so he can "borrow" the 
film for a couple of hours. But 
that guy fully intends to make 
maybe three or four copies. 
We've found some pirates 
who have the capability of 
making 10 copies simultan¬ 
eously." 

Most pirates deal in lO-mm. 
film, reduced from the stu¬ 
dios' original 35mm. But vid¬ 
eotape has opened up a new 
black market. Authorities 
know cases where people 
copy films off the television 
set. 

“This is where the dam is 
wide open,” says Bloesure. 

Current U.S. copyright law 
makes illegal the “willful in¬ 
fringement for profit," but 
the courts are still stniggliiig 
over the interpretation of 
those four words. 

A copyright is issued for 2tl 
years and can be renewed for 
another 28. On Jan. 1, 1978, 
that will change to life of the 
author plus 50 years. 

The key word Is “profit." 
Film collectors say they deal 
In movies only for pleasure, 
but authorities Insist the 
word “collector" is merely a 
smokescreen for pirates. 

"There are 30,000 collec¬ 
tors In tbis country alone." 
Bloesure says. "And a lot of 
them feel if they pay good 
money for a print, they 
should be able to keep It and 
resell it If they want.

The reason: Copyright 
laws in other countries are 
either too lax, non-existent, 
or are not enforced. Excep¬ 
tions are France, where there 
is a Paris branch of the Film 
Security Office, and England, 
where Scotland Yard has fol¬ 
lowed the U.S. lead.

The policeman used to be 
known as a police offlcer, but 
now he Is a law enforcement 
officer, and in that change 
lies a clue to Jammed courts 
«nd high crime statistics. 

This view was put forward 
in an Interview by Professor 
Hans Mohr of Osgood Law 
School In Toronto. 

Mohr was In Victoria at the 
second annual fall confer¬ 
ence of the B.C. Association 
of Social Workers, and of 
corrections officers. 

Mohr said many of the 
cases currently coming be¬ 
fore the courts should have 
been solved at the communi¬ 
ty level without recourse to 
the courts. 


^Clue lies in change of name^ 


•To nje, law enforcement 
is a nonsense activity," said 
Mohr. “Keeping peace Is a 
sensible activity. 

“People do all kinds of 
things, so we should have 
someone around to see how 
he can maintain peace. One 
way to do this may be to go to 
court, but most police cases 
should be prevention.” 

Mohr pointed out that al¬ 
though crimes of violence on 
the street would probably be 
cases for court, most vio¬ 
lence occurred in the home 
between people known to 
each other. 


"That is a whole different 
kettle of fish than, say, bank 
robbery." Mohr said. 

He said relationships be¬ 
tween humans should be 
treated In a different way, 
and should not necessarily 
end up in court. 

"But the police say, 'Leave 
it to us to enforce the law,' 
and people^v, leave it and 
let the sysdH handle it, and 
we train pApIc to rely on 
others. 

"The more we rely on the 
official system to solve prob¬ 
lems for us, the more helpless 
do we became.

OTTAWA (CP) — Conser¬ 
vative MPs opposed Monday 
a government plan to lax the 
interest saved by employees 
who get low-interest or inter¬ 
est-free loans from employ¬ 
ers. 

The plan is contained In 
amendments to the income 
tax act now moving through 
the Commons. 

Finance Minister Jean 
Chretien said the government 
wants to tax the true value of 
such loans to plug a loophole 
(hat is being abused increas¬ 
ingly. 

Sinclair Stevens (PC— 
York-Simcoe) said it would 
be wrong to pass the section 
"just because some bureau¬ 
crat thinks it's a good idea.” 


Chretien said the revenue 
department had brought his 
attention to cases of people 
receiving interest-free loans 
of $200,000 from their employ¬ 
ers. The interest they were 
saving really was income on 
which they were not being 
taxed. 

Chretien said Interest-free 
loans "are becoming more 
and more a part of executive 
compensation" and are pro¬ 
viding a tax shelter for many 
wealthier Canadians.

OTTAWA (CP) —Canada’s 
role in the space shuttle pro- 
gram of the National Aero¬ 
nautics and Space Adminis¬ 
tration will cost an estimated 
$99 fnillion. $14 million more 
than expected. But it could 
reap rich rewards, a Com¬ 
mons committee was told 
Monday night. 

The National Research 
Council computed its costs of 
research and development of 
a component of NASA's space 


shuttle arbiter vehicle at $75 
million In 1974. 

However, inflation and new 
design of the vehicle has 
pushed the cost to $99 million, 
although council president W. 
G. Schneider said the re¬ 
search and development 
would push Canada's space 
Industry to the forefront. 

"It will be of immense ben¬ 
efit to Canadian industry." he 
told the committee. 


The idea of a space trans¬ 
portation system, of which 
the space shuttle is a part, 
goes back to shortly after the 
first moon landing. NASA 
began to think about a post 
Apollo manned space flight 
program which would offer 
maximum benefit to the 
world research community 
and provide space flight op¬ 
portunities to researchers 
who would not have to be 
trained astronauts.

The control board—TofinI, 
chairman Neil Davidson, and 
vice-chairman Jiro Miya- 
zawa—heard an appeal of the 
licence suspension but de¬ 
nied it. Tofini said at the trial 
that a tape recorded conver¬ 
sation with Philllponi intro¬ 
duced as evidence at the trial 
related to his desire to have 
the board reconsider his ap¬ 
peal. 

At the end of May, the gov¬ 
ernment abolished the board 
and Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs Minister Rafe Mair, 
who took over responsibility 
for liquor administration 
from the attorney-general's 
department, said the board 
had become redundant and 
that he would personally de¬ 
cide licence appeals. 

Tofini said the amount 
billed to Mair’s ministry was 
based on the $I7S per diem 
provided board members 
when working on board busi¬ 
ness. She said she never 
billed for expenses. 

The time she spent in as¬ 
sisting the crown had to be 
taken from her two busi¬ 
nesses. she said. She owns 
and operates Turistano In¬ 
ternational Travel and the 
Italian language newspaper, 
L'Eco d’ltalia. 

Tofini said M was not the 
money but the principle. She 
would even give the money to 
a charity. 

She said her bill, $973 for 
April and $500 for May, was 
returned by Elenore Beyer, ' 
director of administration in 
the ministry. 

"It is my understanding 
that the Penthouse trial was 
not business of the B.C. Li¬ 
quor Orntrol Board and you 
appeared as a witness,” 
Beyer's letter said. "The 
ministry...is therefore not 
able to pay you an honorari¬ 
um for the time involved.” 

Tofini appealed for recon¬ 
sideration and Enemark re¬ 
plied on May 19, saying: “If 
you are ‘astonished’ by the 
failure of this ministry to 
compensate you at the rate of 
$175 a day for attending the 
Penthouse trial, I am even 
more astonished by the im¬ 
plications of your letter. 

"The Implication of your 
letter is that if It were not for 
the fact that you expected to 
receive $175 a day from the 
government because of your 
position as a member of the 
board, you would not have 
been prepared to assist the 
police as any ordinary citizen 
would, in seeing justice be 
done in the matter about 
which you had special knowl¬ 
edge. 

"The time you have spent 
in preparing for the trial is 
not considerably different 
than that lost by anyone who 
serves as a witness in any 
trial. The fact that you claim 
that there is a precedent in 
approval by someone in the 
government of per diems re¬ 
lated to matters unrelated to 
meetings of the board, fur¬ 
ther astonishes me because, 
clearly, there is no obligation 
in law for these charges to be 
paid. 

"1 will have these invoices 
re-examined as perhaps an 
overpayment has been made 
beyond the authority granted 
us by the Treasury Board. 

“...I am advised that you 
would be eligible to receive 
ordinary witness fees 
through the crown counsel's 
office.” 

Witness fees would amount 
to about $4 a day. 

Davidson wrote Enemark 
on June 3 concerning Ene- 
mark's statement that it was 
the expectation of $175 a day 
that prompted Tofini’s coK>p- 
eration. 

“Just how you arrived at 
that conclusion totally es¬ 
capes me as there is not the 
slightest suggestion in the

NEW YORK (UPI) - LIq 
uid protein diets probably 
won't hurt overweight but 
healthy persona who combine 
them with one good meal a 
day, according to Dr. Victor 
Frattali, a U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration nutri¬ 
tionist 

Frattali and John Walden, 
FDA assistant commission 
for public affairs, denied re¬ 
ports that the FDA would ban 
the protein diet liquids and 
powders. 

The FDA has prepared a 
document asking for warning 
labels on the pr^ucts, but it 
would be weeks and probably 
months before that cleared 
federal legal hurdles, they 
said. 

One of the FDA's problems 
with the diets, according to 
Walden, was that no scientist 
would say there was a direct 
cause-and-effect relationship 
In the case of 26 deaths 
among persons on the liquid 
protein exclusively from two 
to eight months. 

Some suffered fatal heart 
irregularities when going 
back to solid food. 

Walden said not even epl- 
demiologi.sts — health detec¬ 
tives — at the U.S. Centre for 
Disease Control in Atlanta, 
GA.. would blame the liquid 
protein diets for the deaths. 

“But they are highly smpi- 
cious," he said. 

The proposed warnings 
would advise children and 
pregnant and nursing women 
to stay away from the diets, 
and advise others to go on 
them only under a doctor's 
direction, especially when 
eating nothing else. 

Frattali said there was 
concern over people who 
went on the liquid protein 
diets exclusively for extend¬ 
ed periods. Th^ who died 
did that. 

There are two basic types 
of protein products on the 
market. One. a liquid, is pre¬ 
digested protein, and users 
lake a shot glass full once, 
twice or three times a day. If 
they eat nothing else, they 
should watch out, says the 
FDA. 

The second type is a pow¬ 
der, which contains all the 
vitamins and minerals which 
the U.S. National Research 
Council recommends for 
basic nutritional needs. It is 
mixed with liquid — juice, 
milk, water.

Garden Notes 


When you set about the job of mak¬ 
ing up your order for flowering bulbs 
next spring, I'd like to enter a plea for 
your consideration of the Tigridias. 
These bulb flowers are as easy to grow 
as gladiolus, and I don’t think any flow¬ 
er in my garden has excited so much 
curiosity and admiration among visi¬ 
tors. 

Natives of Mexico and Peru, the 
Tigridias are strikingly beautiful in 
their brilliant coloring and spotted 
petals. It is possible this spotting that 
^ves rise to their nickname of Tiger 
Flower, although I never saw a spotted 
tiger and. in truth, the markings on the 
petals are more like those of a leopard's 
skin. 

Another common name is Mexican 
Shell Flower, probably because of the 
irridescent quality of the coloring, like 
mother-of-pearl, but to me the blooms 
look more like enormous tropical but¬ 
terflies poised for flight. 

In one respect the Tigridia has to 
take a back seat to the gladiolus. I 
should warn you that, strikingly beauti¬ 
ful as they are. Tigridias are useless as 
cut flowers. Like the Morning Glory and 
the Day Lily, each bloom lasts for only a 
single day, opening in the morning and 
shrivelling in the late afternoon. 

They are persistent bloomers, 
though, with each spike producing a 


constant succession of daily blooms 
throughout the summer arid well into 
the fall. 

The first lime I grew Tigridias — 
this was over 40 years ago — I found this 
fleeting habit of bloom more than a little 
annoying. Anxious as I was to see my 
new bulbs come into bloom, I was leav¬ 
ing for the office before the flowers 
opened, and by the time I relumed In 
the evening. Hie petals would be shriv¬ 
elled and faded. My family would be full 
of Oh's and ah's about the wonderful 
display, but I never got to see my 
gorgeous blossoms at all until the week¬ 
end! 

The bulbs are not particularly ex¬ 
pensive, although prices have gone up 
along with everything else. Only a few 
years ago I bou^t 100 bulbs for la.st 
spring they were listed in my favorite 
bulb catalogue for $2.75 per dozen or $19 
per too. Fortunately, they multiply 
under favorable conditions even faster 
than gladiolus. 

Don't be in too big a hurry to get 
.vour bulbs into the ground, for these are 
tropical subjects and will rot in cold, 
wet soil. Wait until the earth is warm to 
the touch — pul them in about the same 
lime as you would sow com or snap 
beans. 

Like most Mexican plant^ Tigridias 
demand full sun for as many hours in 


the day as possible: a south or south 
west aspect free from overhanging tree 
branches is ideal. I tried a few of my 
- bulbs in shade, but the plants grew too 
tall and spindly, while the flowers were 
sparse and weak in the stem. 

The first year I tried my hand at 
growing these bulbs, I planted them 
three Inches deep and eight inches apart 
each way. and while they bloomed very 
well, f And now I get earlier blooms and 
a more compact grouping at two inches 
deep and only four inches apart each 
way. 

As far as I can see, the only tricky 
part in the growing of Tigridias lies in 
bringing the lifted bulbs safely through 
the winter, and the trick here is to save 
only the fattest bulbs, discarding quite 
ruthlessly the little ones which would be 
almost sure to shrivel and become de¬ 
hydrated through the winter. 

Take up your bulbs .in the fall after 
the tops have been touched by frost, and 
as these bulbs multiply as prolifically as 
rabbits, you will probably dig up three 
or four times as many as you plantM, so 
you can afford to be a bit choosey in 
selecting which ones to save, discarding 
the small fry. 

Cut away the tops, dust with bulb 
dust or with common sulphur to protect 
against rot, and plunge them in vermi 
culite in a plastic bag. Seal the bag and 
store in a cool place

(About to years ago. a Bed¬ 
ouin tribesman tumbled into 
a cave near the Dead Sea. 
Much to his surprise he found 
a dozen scrolls dating from 70 
A.D. But more important, he 
came across an ancient col¬ 
umn showing how Americans 
in those days explained 
Thanksgiving Day to the 
French. It was considered the 
archaeological find of the 
century.) 

One of our most important 
fiolidays is Thanksgiving 
Day, known in France as le 
Jour de Mere! Donnanl. 

Le Jour de Mere! Donnanl 
was first started by a group 
of Pilgrims (Pelerins) who 
fled from L’ Anglelerre be¬ 
fore the McCarran Act to 
found a colony in the New 
World (Le Nouveau Monde), 
where they could shoot In¬ 
dians (les Peaux-Rouges), 
and eat turkey fdinde) to 
their heart's content. 

They landed at a place 
called Plymouth (now a fa¬ 
mous voitare Americane in a 
wooden sailing ship called (he 
Mayflower or Pelerins were 
' killing the dindes, the Peaux- 
Roughes were killing the Pe¬ 


lerins. and there were sever¬ 
al hard winters ahead for 
both of them. The only way 
the Peaux-Rouges help^ the 
Pelerins was when they 
taught them to grow corn 
(mais). The reason they did 
this was because they liked 
com with their Pelerins. 

In 1623, after another harsh 
year, the Pelerins’ crops 
were so good that they decid¬ 
ed to have a celebration and 
give thanks because more 
mais was raised by the Pe¬ 
lerins than Pelerins were 
killed by Peaux-Rogues. 

Every year on le Joar de 
Mere! Donnanl, parents tell 
their children an amusing 
story about the first celebra¬ 
tion. 

ft concerns a brave caplla- 
Ine named Miles Standish 
(known in France as kilo¬ 
metres Deboudsh and a 
young, shy lieutenant named 
Jean Alden. Both of them 
were in love with a flower of 
Plymouth called Priscilla 
Mullens (no translation). The 
VIeux capitaine said to the 
Jeune lieutenant: 

“Go to the damsel Priscilla 
taller Ires vile ohez Priscil¬ 


la). the loveliest maiden of 
Plymouth (la plus jolie de¬ 
moiselle de Plymouth). Say 
that a blunt old captain, a 
man not of words but of ac¬ 
tion (un vIeux Fanfan la Tu- 
lipe), offers his hand and his 
heart, the hand and heart of a 
soldier. Not in these words, 
you know, but this, in short, is 
my meaning. 

"1 am a maker of war (je 
suis un fabricante de la 
guerre) and not a maker of 
phrases. You. bred as a schol- 
ar fvous, qui etes pain 
cumme un eludianl), can say 
it in elegant language, such 
as you read in.your books of 
the pleadings and wooings 
of lovers, such as you think 
best adapted to win the heart 
of the maiden.” 

Although Jean was fit to Hh 
tied (convenab/e a eire em- 
balle), friendship prevailed 
over love and he went to his 
duly. But instead of using 
elegant language, he blurted 
out his mission. Priscilla was 
muted with amazement and 
sorrow (rendue muetle par 
I'etonnemenl el la tristesse). 

At len^h she exclaimed, 
interrupting the ominous si¬ 


lence: "If the great captain 
of Plymouth is so very eager 
to wed me, why does he not 
come himself and take the 
trouble to woo me?” (ou esl- 
11. le vIeux kilometres? Pour- 
quo! ne vient-il pas aupres de 
mol pour (enter sa chance?) 

Jean said that kilometres 
Deboutish was very busy and 
didn’t have time for those 
things. He staggered on. tell¬ 
ing what a wonderful hus 
band kilometres would make. 
Finally Priscilla arched her 
eyebrows and -said in a trem 
ulous voice: "Why don’t you 
speak for yourself. Jean?” 
(chacun a son gout.) 

And so, on the fourth 
Thursday in November. 
American families sit down 
at a large table brimming 
with tasty dishes, and for the 
only time during the year eat 
better than the French do. 

No one can deny that le 
Jour de Mere! Donnant is a 
grand tele and no matter how 
well fed American families 
are, they never forget to give 
thanks to kilometres Debou- 
lish. who made this great day 
possible.

Things I Learned from Reading The 
Irish World, a New Anthology: 

• That, genetically speaking, the 
Irish have more English and French 
genes than Celtic ones. 

• That it is the geography and geo¬ 
logy of Ireland (quite different from 
England) that has kept it essentially 
mral in a rapidly industrialized age. 
with half its people still residing in mral 
dwellings. 

• -That while the population of most 
countries has multiplied in the last cen¬ 
tury, Ireland has only half the popula¬ 
tion it had in 1845. (Its 4>4 million people 
are less than many of the world's multi¬ 
million cities.) 

• That the consumption of alcohol 
is estimated to account for 10 per cent of 
all personal spending in the Irish Re¬ 
public. 

• That the still popular phrase.''be¬ 
yond the pale,” originated'in 15th cen¬ 


tury Ireland: the Pale was a district 
about 20 miles around Dublin, beyond 
which English law or protection did not 
prevail. 

• That regular church attendance 
is among the highest in the world, being 
upward of 90 per cent. (In the early 19th 
century, it had slumped below one- 
third.) 

• That the idea of an Irish “nation" 
was. ironically enough, first propound¬ 
ed by the Presbyterian burghers of Bel¬ 
fast (in close touch with republican 
movements in France and the U.S.), 
rather than by the Catholic majority. 

• That as late as the post-.Second 
World War period, one out of four Irish 
farmers was still a bachelor a( the age 
of 70. 

• That within the last 15 years, 
Ireland's rate of economic growth has 
been unmatched in the rest of Europe. 


(But, starting from such a low base, the 
Irish Republic is still regarded as the 
poorest member of the EEC.) 

• Thai about half the total popula 
tion of Ireland emigrated between the 
Potato Famine and the First World 
War; many thousands were evicted by 
their absentee landlords, who refused tu 
lower rents after the Famine. 

• That Ireland has contributed far 
more than its proportionate share to 
what we think of as English literature — 
Ycats_, George Moore, Oscar Wilde. 
Berna'rd Shaw,. James Joyce, Sean 
O'Casey, Synge, Beckett, and many 
others. (Most of whom found it neces 
sary to leave Ireland because of their 
iconoclastic ideas.) 

• That the first president of the 
new Irish Republic was born in New 
York City, and had a Spanish-Cuban 
father. (And the mayor of Dublin, like 
his predecessor, is a Jew.)

Declarer cannot afford 
to duck any tricks to West 
so the only hope is for s 
favorable position In the 
heart suit. Declarer has 
only seven lop tricks so he 
needs two winning heart 
finesses to end the rubber. 
How can he manage this? 
At this point, there is only 
one entiT to dummy, two 
heart fln ea a es are Impoasi- 
ble, and it's already too 
late to salvage the game. 

Taking the only chance 
left, declarer leads the 
club jack to dummy’s king 
and takM a winnli^ hMri 
finMse. Unfortunately, the 
heart ace falls to bring 
down the heart king and 
declarer winds up one trick 
short. 

To make the hand, de¬ 
clarer must be alert in his 
play to the first trick.

SHILO, Man. (CP) —Asol 
dier stationed at CFB Shilo. 
Man., who earlier clainned he 
was viciously beaten during a 
robbery attempt now says he 
was manipulated by his 
mother-in-law. 

Pte. Ron Lirette said Mon¬ 
day that Irene Ackerley took 
bits and pieces of his story 
and blew them up into a con¬ 
troversy. 

He said his mother-in-law 
"jumped the gun" and came 
to conclusions that weren't 
accurate. 


Vlahovic 
abandons 
his trial 


VANCOUVER (CP) — For 
mer Teamster official Jack 
Vlahovic left his internal 
union trial Monday, but the 
trial continued without him. 

Vlahovic. who has been 
feuding with Senator Ed 
Lawson and other union offi¬ 
cials for several months, was 
ousted last month as secre¬ 
tary-treasurer of Local 213. 

Lawson said later that the 
trial on charges of violation 
of union bylaws was complet¬ 
ed without Vlahovic and the 
decision was reserved. 

Among the charges heard 
Monday ifere allegations 
Vlahovic improperly took out 
an $11,372 interest-free loan 
from the union for a car and 
spent union money on insur¬ 
ance without permission. 


"The stories in the press 
shook me up pretty good. The 
whole thing got out ^ hand. It 
got to the point of being ridic¬ 
ulous and sickening.” 

Lirette said two weeks ago 
that two soldiers stopped him 
as he was leaving the Junior 
Ranks Club and demanded 
money, that when he told 
them he was broke they 
jumped him and pulled him 
to the ground. 

Monday, he said he was in¬ 
volved in a fight with another 
soldier, but didn't remem¬ 
ber how it started. At the 
time the controversy erupt¬ 
ed, Lirette was in the Health 
Sciences Centre in Winnipeg. 
His broken Jaw had been 
wired and he had just had an 
operation on an eye injured in 
the fight. 

Mrs. Ackerley came to 
Winnipeg and accused the 
Canadian Forces of attempt¬ 
ing to cover up the incident. 

Canadian Forces spokes¬ 
men have denied that there 
was a cover-up, and have ex- 
pres.sed skepticism that the 
incident was anj^hing other 
than an altercation between 
two soldiers. 


"Beyond belief and "ab¬ 
solutely Incredible" were ex¬ 
pressions used in Victoria 
provincial court Monday by 
Judge Blake Allan regariing 
a nearly-one-year-old order 
he made concerning a sew¬ 
age problem on Whiffin Spit 
Road in Sooke, which still 
hadn't been rectified. 

Kjartan Oscar Gislason. 55. 
of IS30 Powliuk Crescent in 
Sooke. was charged Dec. fi. 
197S. under the sewage dispo¬ 
sal regulations of the provin¬ 
cial Health Act in connection 
with his properties at 1676 
and 1682 Whiffin Spit and wa.s 
ordered at that time by Allan 
to retain experts to find a 
sewage leak and rectify it. 

Gislason reappeared be¬ 
fore Allan on April 5, 1976, 
and the work had still not 
been done. When Gislason 
came up for the third lime 
before Allan, on May 27.1976. 
the judge cited him for con¬ 
tempt of court and sentenced 
him to seven days in jail. 

“I want this matter com¬ 
pleted." Allan said Monday, 
banging his fist on the bench 
after learning that the work 
still had not been done. 

Crown coun.sel Brian Smith 
told the court the last order 
Gislason received to have the

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Nightmare in flipped-boat bubble 


Two dead but woman survives 2V2 hours under boat

A two and a half hour long "nightmare” 
ended early Monday afternoon for a 21— 
yeai^-old Port Hardy woman after a CFB 
Comox diver pulled her from an air pocket 
in a capsized fishing boat. 

Maxine Anderson kept banging with a 
short stick to let her rescuers know where 
she was trapped. 

“I wondered if all of us were going to die 
together or if I'd die alone,” Mrs. Ander¬ 
son told the Colonist in a phone interview 
from Comox’s St. Joseph's Hospital where 
her condition was described as good. 


Une woman is known dead and her infant 
son and her father-in-law are presumed 
drowned after the incident which began at 
about 10 a.m. when the Miss Joye was 
caught in a whirlpool in a strong ebb tide in 
Seymour Narrows, north of Campbell River. 
“I'm really thankful I lived through the 
nightmare," Mrs, Anderson said. 

At about 1:45 p.m. the body of Betty Lou 
Lambert was removed from the vessel. Still 
to be recovered is the body of her son, Jason 
William, four months, and his grandfather, 
Forrest Lambert, 65, who officials believe 
managed to escape from the 55-foot vessel 
but drifted away before rescuers arrived. 


The dead child's father, Kenneth, 28, along 
with Mrs. Anderson's husband, Fred, 33, and 
Bruce Rafuse, 33, escaped and were rescued 
by a passing vessel. 

All were from Port Hardy and were at sea 
for herring. 

The drama began soon after Mrs. Ander¬ 
son joined Mrs. Lambert and her son in the 
galley. She had just got dressed. 

The boat lurched and Mrs. Anderson re¬ 
calls the other woman telling her that she 
had “better hang on.” 

The two tried to reach the baby in its 
carrier but he was thrown Into the sink, hit¬ 
ting his head. Both knew instantly that the 


child was dead, according to Mrs. An¬ 
derson. 

“It killed him, Kenny, it killed hirn," Mrs. 
Anderson recalled the other woman saying 
when both their husbands rushed in to get 
them out. 

She believed the Lamberts “drifted" away 
first. 

“That's the last I saw of them two." said- 
Mrs. Anderson who by night time had not 
yetbeen reunited with her husband, who is in 
hospital in Campbell River with injuries 
suffered when he kicked his way out of a 
window.

Statistics Canada said the third-quarter improvement 
was due chiefly to increased consumer spending and a ro¬ 
sier trade balance.

A pilot and his three 
male passengers died 
after their float plane 
crashed Monday morning 
in a logged-off area near 
Blowhole Bay, II kilo¬ 
metres south of Tahsis.

Full E&N run by Dec. 23

Full freight and passenger service should 
be restored to the Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
Railway line north of Parksville in the week 
before the Dec. 23 deadline set by the Canadi¬ 
an Transport Commission earlier this year. 

The announcement comes at a time when 
the future of the Dayliner passenger service 
is uncertain. 

A CP Rail spokesman In Vancouver, 
Charles Gordon, said Monday In a tele¬ 
phone interview that he should have a 
firmed up date for resumption of service to 
Courtenay by Friday, but that the line would 
definitely re-open before Christmas. 

Some trains might be run before the 
official re-opening, he said, as part of 
the maintenance on the line, which has 
not been used for nearly 2K years. 

The rail company has spent $2.2 mil¬ 
lion on the line, repairing bridges, across 


French Creek and Tsable River, and also on 
other repairs, Gordon said. 

Practically all the signal crossings had 
been vandalized, Gordon added. 

The Canadian Transport Commission or¬ 
dered the railway company — CP Rail is the 
parent of the E and N—to make the repairs to 
re-open the line following CTC hearings all 
over Vancouver Island which lasted for about 
18 months. 

CP Rail argued that the line, which was 
showing a profit, would become a money-los¬ 
ing service if money were spent on repairing 
the two trestles. 

The Dayliner passenger train, Gordon 
said, would keep to Its current schedule when 
the line re-opened. 

At present, the once-a-day train makes a 
longer stopover In Parksville. 

Ihe Dayliner will arrive In Courtenay at 
12; 25 p.m. and will leave Courtenay at 12:55 
p.m. 


CP Rail had applied to the CTC to abandon 
passenger service on the Vancouver Island 
line but had not heard whether permission 
would be given, Gordon said. 

He said that before a line can qualify 
for a subsidy, there must be an applica¬ 
tion for abandonment. The Dayliner is 
the only CP Rail inter-city passenger service 
which does not receive a federal subsidy, 
Gordon said. 

The future of the Dayliner was uncer¬ 
tain, Gordon said, because after April 1,1978, 
Rail Canada would take over passenger 
service and what would became of the Day¬ 
liner then would be out of the CP’s hands, he 
added. 

But Gordon also said CP would be working 
hard to regain both its freight and passenger 
customers on the Parksville-Courtenay run, 
and was looking at an incentive fare for the 
Dayliner.

The 
Bacchanalia lost Its liquor li¬ 
cence prior to the formal ac¬ 
tion taken by council but one 
other cabaret, the Queen's 
Head, remains. A written 
submission from the opera¬ 
tors of that establishment is 
expected to arrive this week 
at municipal hall. 

According to a police 
spokesman early Saturday 
night, “a little extra atten¬ 
tion" would be paid to the 
Halfway House by officers on 
patrol. 

Six persons, including a 
woman, were taken into cus¬ 
tody following the incident 
which started in the beer par¬ 
lor at 12:07 a.m. and then 
spilled onto the street 

The mob began to taunt 
police after they bad taken a 
man into custody after a taxi 
driver complained someone 
had kicked in a door of his 
cab. 

In all, 16 officers were 
needed to control the crowd, 
which took about 19 minutes 
to disperse. 

No one was injured, ac¬ 
cording to police.

DUNCAN — The recent 
election of Cowichan Indian 
Band Chief Dennis Alphonse 
is causing some concern both 
with members of the Cowi¬ 
chan Indian Band and the 
citizens of Duncan. Alphonse 
now holds the dual portfolios 
of Cowichan Indian chief and 
city of Duncan alderman. 

Duncan Mayor Ken Paskin 
said Monday: “1 am con¬ 
cerned that one of my aider- 
men will now be serving in 
the dual capacities of aider- 
man and Cowichan Indian 
Band chief." 

He said that first he would 
have to offer his congratula¬ 
tions to Alphonse on being 
elected chief, but at the same 
time, "I have to be concerned 
how it wilt affect any future 
negotiations between the city 
and the Indian band.” 


He said there is also the 
question of workload, and 
"that really concerns me.” 

He said he would be con¬ 
veying these concerns to At- 
phonse and that a meeting 
would have h> be held to dis- 
CU.SS "future decisions and 
possible conflict of interest.” 

Alphonse, in an interview 
with The Daily Colonist Mon¬ 
day, said: "This was causing 
me some concern as some 
people might think that I am 
wearing two hats and that a 
possible conflict of interest 
could arise.” 

He said he intended to have 
a meeting with the mayor 
before issuing any further 
statements to the press. 

Commenting on his election 
as chief, he said he was very 
pleased with the election re¬ 
suits and feels that he will be 
able to work with the new

band council, which is com¬ 
posed of about half tradition¬ 
alists and half of the so-called

He said that there were 
many ideas and many things 
that defeated candidate Gor¬ 
don Elliott stood for, which 
held merit, and that he would 
be looking into them. 

One of his major concerns 
would be to work toward pro¬ 
viding as much employment 
as possible for band mem¬ 
bers.

He also said that future de¬ 
velopment on Indian land in 
the Cowichan River estuary, 
such as shake mills and saw¬ 
mills, would have to be decid¬ 
ed on individual merit and in 
full co-operation with the fed¬ 
eral department of fisheries 
as far as pollution was con¬ 
cerned. 

He said that no negotiations 
were currently underway 
with any business interests 
concerning the river estuary. 

Chief Wes Modeste, recent¬ 
ly defeated by Alphonse by 24 
votes, said be hoped that the 
new chief “would not be 
spreading himself too thin 
with all the work that was 
necessary on the Indian band 
and the city of Duncan coun¬ 
cils.” 

He said that he (Modeste) 
had done a lot of work during 
the past 10 years with his 
main goal that of serving as 
chief councillor of the band. 


He had tried to restore an 
economic base for "my peo¬ 
ple, so that they could hold 
their heads high in this com¬ 
munity.” 

He added: "It is rather un¬ 
fortunate for myself that I 
had to run against a person 
(Alphonse) who had previous¬ 
ly spent a number of years on 
council. I feel that I must have 
done something wrong that 
must have made him feel he 
had to come back here and run 
against me. I just hope he has 
the qualities necessary to 
right whatever he feels that I 
have done wrong.” 


NANAIMO-"Harassment” became the new key 
word of both sides as picketing activity was stepped 
up considerably Monday in the B.C. 'Telephone Co. 
strike-lockout. 

The RCMP detachment said it had received com¬ 
plaints that at least two members of the company's 
supervisory force had been "roughed” up in cross¬ 
ing an enlarged picket line at B.C. Tel's main 
operation centre here. 

At the same time, the Telecommunications 
Workers Union accused the RCMP of harassing 
pickets. 

The charges and counter-charges were being 
made at a time when the union was expanding its 
picketing to motels, hotels, restaurants and taxi 
companies it said were accommodating work¬ 
ers brought in from outside the Nanaimo area to 
carry out the jobs normally handled by union 
members. 

Ian Austin, an executive officer of TWU Local 31, 
said the special picketing was the result of the 
arrival of company forces from outside the area 
and the union’s conviction that many of those re¬ 
cruited to do the work were not B.C. Tel employees 
in the flrst place. 

“We have reason to think some of them are 
students, or even unemployed persons the company 
was able to And. They are pretty young and 
some of them are refusing to show us any ID,” 
Austin said. 

The company said those sent to Nanaimo from 
Victoria and Vancouver are B.C. Tel supervisory 
employees. 

The union claims it has had "about 50-50 success” 
with its combined appeal and picketing of other 
businesses. 

“Some of them (business Arms) have changed 
their minds about accommodating these people, 
but some aren’t,” Austin said. 

“Since our jobs are on the line because of what’s 
happenning we have asked the support of local 
business.” 

Where that co-operation hasn’t been readiiy of¬ 
fered, the union has posted pickets. 

There seemed to be a difference in opinion about 
the success of such picketing. While the union 
claims it has been having some effect, an RCMP 
spokesman said: “They’ve been out picket¬ 
ing these motels and most of the people haven’t 
been paying any attention to them.” 

There was also a wide difference of opinion about 
- ^the size of the enlarged picket line at the main 
ofAce Monday morning. A union spokesman said 


that at one point there were about 300 pickets, 
but the RCMP said the number was never more 
than “35 or 40.” 

Whatever the case, the action brought police to 
the line. 

Union ofAcials said the RCMP had warned pick¬ 
ets they could end up facing prosecution. They said 
the union considered the manner in which the 
warnings were given to be harassment. 

An RCMP spokesman denied there had been any 
attempt made to harass the pickets. 

“We don’t intend to take sides in these things and 
we try to maintain a low proAle,” he said. “But 
they (pickets) were interfering with the free move¬ 
ment in and out of B.C. Tel.” 

He said two company representatives reported 
being roughed up, one while entering the building 
on foot and the other while driving onto the pro¬ 
perty. 

“They haven’t made any attempt to lay 
charges,” the RCMP spokesman said. “They 
simply want the incidents recorded.” 

The strike-lockout, which became province-wide 
last Thursday, involves some 10,000 TWU mem¬ 
bers. 

The company has maintained phone service, but 
so far has been attending to installations and repair 
work on a priority basis. 

By Monday there had been 11 separate incidents 
of vandalism reported, most of them concerning 
the slashing of telephone cables. Cables have been 
slashed in both the Nanaimo and Victoria areas, 
as well as on the mainland. 

Roving picket squads have also been active in 
Victoria. In most cases tliey have picketed com¬ 
pany supervisors doing repair or installation work. 

A union spokesman in Victoria said co-operation 
had been asked and received from other unions in 
companies where B.C. Tel supervisors were carry¬ 
ing out repairs. 

“We have been asking the other unions to tell 
them to leave and this is what has been happen¬ 
ing,” the TWU ofAcial said. 

The u^qn also said it had halted the laying of 
telephone conduit below the roadway on Burnside 
Road East in. Victoria Monday. When pickets 
appeared construction workers stopped laying the 
conduit. 

The TWU spokesman said the job had been 
contracted out by B.C. Tel. 

The strike-lockout has grown out of a protracted 
contract dispute with the contracting out of work as 
the central issue.

But as safety Tony Proud- 
foot returned to the dressing 
room, he spotted an electri¬ 
cian’s staple gun and 
punched nearly a hundred 
staples into the soles of his 
shoes. When other players 
saw the traction Proudfoot 
then had. there was a scram¬ 
ble for the remaining sta¬ 
plers 

•'When Tony came back." 
said offensive captain Barry 
Randall, ''there was a 
scramble for the gun. We 
found two more and every¬ 
body was popping staples into 
their shoes” 

The Eskimos complained 
about the footwear in which 
the Alouettes appeared, but 
Hap Shouldice. CFL director 
of officials, and others 
checked the shoes and found 
nothing wrong. 

Montreal general manager 
Bob (Jeary said before the 
game that' he had told the 
Olympic Installations Board 
that a tarpaulin should have 
been placed on the field to 
protect it from a snowfall.

Canadian in the game, con¬ 
tributed the rest of the hero¬ 
ics, booting six field goals, 
three converts and two sin¬ 
gles. 

Dave Culler, who set a 
CFL record with SO field 
goals during the regular sea¬ 
son, did everything he was 
asked to do as he kicked two 
field goals for all the Edmon¬ 
ton points.

resulted in a score. 

Edmonton coach Hugh 
Campbell said Wade used an 


intelligent approach In his 
rollout attack, forcing Ed¬ 
monton’s front four by 
changing direction at the last 
second. The result was that 
Wade had plenty of time to 
pick (Hit pass receivers as he 
hit Gaddis four times for 108 
yards and O’Leary six times 
for 90. 

Campbell also praised 
Wade for being able to throw 
the slick ball which, he said, 
Lemmerman and backup 


Tom Wilkinson were unable 
to handle. 

“I think Montreal just 
adapted better than we did."

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'Nightmare in flipped-boat ^bubble^ 

3 dead but 4 survive Island boat tragedy

A two-and-a-half-hour long “night¬ 
mare” ended early Monday afternoon 
for a 21—year—old Port Hardy woman 
after a CFB Comox diver pulled her 
from an air pocket in a capsized fishing 
boat. 

MAXINE ANDERSON kept banging 
with a short stick to let her rescuers 
know where she was trapped. 

“I wondered if all of us were going to 
die together or if I'd die alone,” Mrs. 
Anderson told the Colonist in a phone 
interview from Comox’s St. Joseph’s 


Hospital where her condition was de¬ 
scribed as good. 

One woman is known dead and her 
infant son and her father-in-law were 
presumed drowned after the Incident 
which began at about 10 a.m. when the 
Miss Joye was caught in a whirlpool in a 
strong ebb tide in Seymour Narrows, 
north of Campbell River. 

“I’M REALLY THANKFUL I lived 
through the nightmare,” Mrs. Anderson 
said. 

At about 1:45 p.m. the body of Betty 


Lou Lambert was removed from the 
vessel. Still to be recovered is the body of 
her son, Jason William, four months, 
and his grandfather, Forrest Lambert, 
65, who officials believed managed to 
escape from the 55-foot vessel but drif^ 
ed away before rescuers arrive'd.' 

The dead child’s father, Kenneth, 28, 
along with Mrs. Anderson’s husband, 
Fred, 33, and Bruce Rafuse, 33, escaped 
and were rescued by a passing vessel. 

All were from Port Hardy and were at 
sea for herring. 


THE DRAMA BEGAN soon after Mrs. 
Anderson joined Mrs. Lambert and her 
son in the galley. She had just got 
dressed. 

The boat lurched and Mrs. Anderson 
recalls the other woman telling her that 
she had “better hang on.” 

The two tried to reach the baby in its 
carrier but he was thrown into the sink, 
hitting his head. Both knew instantly 
that the child was dead, according to 
Mrs. Anderson. 

"It killed him, Kenny, it killed him,” 


Mrs. Anderson recalled the other 
woman saying when both their husbands 
rushed in to get them out. 

She believed the Lamberts “drifted” 
away first. 

“THArS THE LAST I saw of them 
two,” said Mrs. Anderson who by night 
time had not yet been reunited with her 
husband, who was in hospital in Camp¬ 
bell River with injuries suffered when he 
kicked his way out of a window.

OTTAWA (CP) — The economic picture brightened 
during the third quarter this year but Finance Minis¬ 
ter Jean Chretien and his chief Opposition critic held 
differing views Monday on whether the improvement 
means the country is on the road to recovery. 


Real growth in the economy, as measured by the 
gross national product (GNP), forged ahead at a 5.2-per¬ 
cent annual rate In the quarter. Statistics Canada said 
Monday. 

By comparison, real output of goods and services had 
.slumped by 2.4 per cent in the three-month period ending 
last June. 

Statistics Canada said the third-quarter improvement 
was due chiefly to increased consumer spending and a ro¬ 
sier trade balance.

“politically embarrassing" 
to the government. 

It should be revived in light 
of disclosures last week that 
overpayment of unemploy¬ 
ment insurance benefits to 
unqualified claimants may 
have been as high as $157.8 
million last year, McKenzie 
said. 

However, Cullen told re¬

porters the squad was never 
disbanded and persons rip¬ 
ping off the unemployment 
Insurance program are still 
being caught and taken to 
court. 

The minister was not sure 
about how the squad had been 
reorganized but “there’s 
been no letting up of any¬ 
thing," he said. 

After McKenzie said gov¬ 
ernment officials told him the 
squad was disbanded be¬ 
cause its findings embar¬ 
rassed the government and 
former Manpower Minister 
Robert Andras, Cullen re¬ 
plied “absolute claptrap and 
no truth to it at all.”

Laurent, executive director 
of the unemployment Insur¬ 
ance benefit control pro¬ 
gram, said a 1974 practice of 
fraud investigators swooping 
down on selected communi¬ 
ties with little warning was 
ended in 1974 "because we 
got quite a reaction from the 
communities.” 

He said a team of six to 10 
investigators would select a 
town or city and "blitz the 
area like a gumshoe bri¬ 
gade.”

A pilot and his three 
male passengers died 
after their float plane 
crashed Monday morning 
in a logged-off area near 
Blowhole Bay, 11 kilo¬ 
metres south of Tahsi.s.

Full E&N run by Dec. 23

Full freight and passenger service should 
be restored to the Esquimau and Nanaimo 
Railway line north of Parksville in the week 
before the Dec. 23 deadiine set by the Canadi¬ 
an Transport Commission earlier this year. 

The announcement comes at a time when 
the future of the Dayliner passenger service 
is uncertain. 

A CP Rail spokesman in Vancouver, 
Charles Gordon, said Monday in a tele¬ 
phone interview that he should have a 
firmed up date for resumption of service to 
Courtenay by Friday, but that the line would 
definitely re-open before Christmas. 

Some trains might be run before the 
official re-opening, he said, as part of 
the maintenance on the line, which has 
not been used for nearly 2H years. 

The rail company has spent $2.2 mil¬ 
lion on the line, repairing bridges,- across 


French Creek and Tsable River, and also on 
other repairs, (Gordon said. 

Practically all the signal crossings had 
been vandalized. Gordon added. 

The Canadian Transport Commission or¬ 
dered the railway company — CP Rail is the 
parent of the E and N—to make the repairs to 
re-open the line following CTC hearings all 
over Vancouver Island which lasted for about 
18 months. 

CP Rail argued that the line, which was 
showing a profit, would become a money-los¬ 
ing service if money were spent on repairing 
the two trestles. 

The Dayliner passenger train. Gordon 
said, would keep to its current schedule when 
the line re-opened. 

At present, the once-a-day train makes a 
longer stopover in ParksvUle. 

The Dayliner will arrive In Courtenay at 
12:25 p.m. and will leave Courtenay at 12:55 
p.m. 


CP Rail had applied to the CTC to abandon 
passenger service on tbe Vancouver Island 
line but bad not heard whether permission 
would be given, Gordon said. 

He said that before a line can qualify 
for a subsidy, there must be an applica¬ 
tion for abandonment. The Dayliner is 
the only CP Rail Inter-city passenger service 
which does not receive a federal subsidy, 
Gordon sald^ / 

The futur?' of the Dayliner was uncer¬ 
tain. Gordon said, because after'April 1, 1978, 
Rail Canada would take over passenger 
service and what would become of the Day 
liner then would be out of the CP’s hands, he 
added. 

But Gordon also said CP would be working 
hard to regain both its freight and passenger 
customers on the Parksville-Courtenay run. 
and was looking at an incentive fare for the 
Dayliner.

Close 12 schools, 
report suggests

Extensive school closures, 
major renovation programs 
to other schools, and a move 
toward five-year high schools 
are among the main recom¬ 
mendations of a planning re¬ 
port released by the Greater 
Victoria school district on 
Monday. 

Dubbed Facilities Study '77, 
the report was a joint project 
of the education ministry and 
the school district, and its two 
volumes contain extensive de¬ 
mographic data and recom¬ 
mendations for dealing with 
declining enrolment in the 
district. 

The district's enrolment 
reached a high of 32,278 In 
1870, but now stands at 25,683 
and is expected to hit 18,000 
pupils by 1996. 

If the recommendations in 
the report are accepted 
wholesale by the school 
board, eight elementary 
schools would be closed com¬ 
pletely, and nine partially, in 
the near future. The report 
also recommends the closure 
of four secondary schools, 
with closure of another four 
secondary schools later. 


Many of the high school 
closures involve the combin¬ 
ing of junior high schools with 
senior high schools, produc¬ 
ing schools with students in 
Grades 8 through 12: Oak Bay 
junior with Oak Bay senior. 
Central junior with Victoria 
High, Colquitz with Spec¬ 
trum, and Harbour View with 
Esquimau. 

The report does not exam¬ 
ine the cost Implications of 
school closures, but provides 
an educational rationale for 
keeping school populations 
high enough to maintain flexi¬ 
bility and variety In educa¬ 
tional programs. 

Most elementary school 
principals interviewed hy the 
planning team that did tbe 
report said medium-sized ele¬ 
mentary schools of 400 to 500 
plus kindergarten offered tbe 
best compromise between 
program flexibility and per¬ 
sonal involvement. High 
school principals indicated 
preferences for schools with 
200 to 500 pupils per grade. 

School board chairman 
Susan Brice said tbe board 
does not consider the rc,iori a 
"blueprint for school clo¬ 
sures,” and the board will be 


examining the underlying as¬ 
sumptions in the report before 
Implementing any of IL 

“I expect a good debate 
over the philosophical ques¬ 
tions the board will have to 
come to grips with.” 

The district has to consider 
Its buildings as a resource, 
Mrs. Brice said. If U continues 
to use more space than it can 
properly maintain, for In¬ 
stance, it leaves “a legacy of 
poorly-maintained buildings" 
for future students of the dis¬ 
trict 

In addition, she said, the 
money put into school facili¬ 
ties competes with money 
used in the classroom, and the 
board would prefer to see edu¬ 
cation funds used for class¬ 
rooms, rather than for build¬ 
ings or administratioo. 

Rather than talking about 
school closures, Mrs. Brice 
said, she preferred to call It a 
"space conservation pro¬ 
gram.” 

The report recommends 
that surplus buildings be dis¬ 
posed of to help pay the costs 
of renovations or new con- 
truction in other schools. If 
the site or building might be 


useful in the future, it should 
be leased to public or private 
agencies. Where an entire 
school is not closed, some 
rooms could be made avail¬ 
able for other district pro¬ 
grams, private school use, 
compatible community or 
commercial use, or storage. 

The main action that the 
board is taking on the report 
at the moment is the estab¬ 
lishment of a "process com¬ 
mittee," Mrs. Brice said. 

"Its purpose wrill be to alert 
the board to the kind of ques¬ 
tions we should be asking our¬ 
selves,” such as optimum 
school sizes, walking dis¬ 
tances, and the grades which 
should be offered st each 
school. 

The committee, chaired by 
trustee Bud Smith, with Peter 
Yorke and Carol Pickup as 
members, will also bring rec¬ 
ommendations to the board on 
how extensively the public 
will be involved in the plan¬ 
ning process, Mrs. Brice said. 

“The board has adopted the 
stance that as many people 
who can be involved, and have 
something worthwhile to con¬ 
tribute, will be consulted"

The program is based on 
the principle that compe¬ 
tence in speaking clearly,

It 
has been the subject of a 
three-year pilot program and 
an evaluation guided by Fred 
Tyler, former dean of the 
education faculty at the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria.

Tel workers point out mystery ^spy’ house 


No one had any ready answers Mon¬ 
day concerning the presence of a black 
cable that runs from a telephone pole 
Into a Saanich home. 

The Telecommunications Workers 
Union, involve41n a strike-lockout with 
tbe B.C. Telephone Co., says the cable 
has at least 50 pairs of telephone wires 
and that this would allow the house in 
question to be used as a surveillance 
centre for eavesdropping on private 
phone lines. They have expressed the 
fear that the homes of union members 
might be the targets. 

The company has been quick to deny 
that it would in any way snoop on the 
union And B.C 'Tel spokesmen said 
Monday they knew nothing of the home 
and its reported cable. 

However, a visit by the Colonist to the 
house confirmed that a cable is connect¬ 
ed. 


Company spokesmen hive said that If 
a SO-pair cable runs into a house the 
company wouldn't necessarily know 
anything about its purpose. They say it 
could have been us^ for operating a tel¬ 
ephone answering service or a large 
sales campaign. 

One company official dismissed the 
union's suspicions as "ludicrous.” 

Responded one Victoria official of the 
union: “The company may .say it's ludi¬ 
crous. But if there's one thing that's 
ludicrous, it's the company's claim that 
it wouldn't know anything about the 
cable. 

■'They know very well why it's there 
and they're not saying.” 

The union has said it has no proof to 
back its suspicions, but feels the house 
has been rigged either to allow a com¬ 
pany surveillance of the employees or 
an undercover police operation. 


Earlier, the union had reported that 
the cable had originally carried 50 pain 
of lines and that 30 had been added. 
Monday it revised this claim to say that 
only 20 pain bad been used in the 
fint place, with 30 more activated af¬ 
terward. 

“The timing is what has bothered us,” 
a union official said. “Most of what has 
happened has happened at the high 
points of our fight with tbe company. 
Originally there were 20 pain of lines— 
that was a few months ago—and then 
they added 30 recently, just several 
weeks ago. 

“And that la really what cauaea ua 
concern.” 

Meanwhile, both aides remained at 
arm's length in the strike-lockout with 
roving picket squads playing a major 
role in Monday's developments. 

After some two months of rotating 


strikes and retaliatory lockouts tbe con¬ 
tract dispute exploded Into an all-out 
strike and lockout situation last 'Thun- 
day. It involves approximately 10.000 
TWU members. The major stum¬ 
bling block Is a clause covering the 
contracting out of work. The last con¬ 
tract expired II months ago. 

The most active picketing Monday 
appeared to be centred at Nanaimo 
where a "mass picket line” was set up 
at the company headquarters and sec¬ 
ondary pickets posted at hotels, restau¬ 
rants, taxi companies and any other 
firms the union found accomodating 
management personnel brought into the 
area to work in tha place of regu- 
ler union employees. 

The union said the secondary picket¬ 
ing had been partially successhil and 
that it had attempted to stress the 
point to local business operators that the 


jobs of tbe union members were “on the 
line." 

The union also claimed It had reason 
to believe many of those brought Into 
the area weren't company employees 
in the first place. 

“We have reason to think some of 
them are students, or even unemployed 
persons tbe company was able to find,” 
said Ian Austin, an executive member 
of Nanaimo Local 31 of the TWU. “They 
are pretty young and some of them are 
refusing to show us ID.” 

There were also charges and counter 
charges at Nanaimo of harassment. 
Tbe union said its pickets were harass«l 
by the RCMP and at least two memben 
of the company management team 
complained to police during the day that 
they bad been “roughed up” while try¬ 
ing to report to work. 

‘We confine ourselves to passive ac¬ 
tion by linking arms. If aomeone got 


nmgbed up going through the line he 
must have roughed himself up,” Austin 
said. 

An RCMP spokesman said his men 
had not been guilty of harassment. The 
force made a practice of not taking 
sidea in such disputes and was in¬ 
tent on maintaining a “low profile.” 

However, he said some warnings had 
to be issued Monday morning because 
the pickets were "interfering with the 
free movement to and out of B.C. Tel.” 

A union spokesman said during the 
evening that pickets had blocked man¬ 
agement personnel attempting to leave 
tbe property by car and that the cars 
“had to be left in the compound.” 

By Monday there had been 11 sepa¬ 
rate incldeota of vandalism reported, 
most of them slashed telephone cables. 
Cables have been slashed in both tbe 
Nanaimo and Victoria areas, as well as 
on tbe mainland.
